An experienced Traveller will alway* be content 
to take a thing as be finds it. If he shall come to 
Jersey, with a disposition to be pleased, he can 
hardly be disappointed : for independent of its na- 
tural beanties, it certainty possesses many local and 
adventitious advantages. The easy access to the 
Island, freed from the impertinent annoyance of 
custom-house officers, is of itself a pleasant circuig- 
stance, especially now there are Steam Packets 
plying between it and the neigbbouring coast of 
England. The propinquity to France another—as a 
steamer and other vessels are going to and from 
almost every day. The comfortable Hotels and 
boarding -places, lodgings and ready furnished 
houses, — all at moderate charges; and the general 
absence of duties both on the luxuries as well as the 
necessaries of life, will be agreeably experienced 
by the traveller during bis sojourn, and give him a 
relish for every thing about him, not commonly en- 
joyed in his own. country. 

There is a class of persons besides Travellers, to 
whom this little Baok will be particularly useful — 
those, having large families and living on' limited 
roeaoSi who wish to take up a permamint ruidtnce^ 
where they can command more comforts for the 
same money than in England, and those, who wish 
to effect a iempermry retreat, with the view to 
economise— such persons will find in the follow- 
ing pages, ample information, as to the great ad- 
vantages which Jersey offers to them. 

Persons having incomes from ^100 to ^300 per 

annum, will save on an average, at the least, twenty- 

fire per cent, and those haviug greater incomes, and 

who consequently consume more luxuries, will save 



more in proportion. It must be observed, that ex- 
elusive of the cheapness of living* English money 
bears a premium, never less than 8| per cent— the 
sovereign passing for twenty-oine shillings and 
eight pence, and the shilling for thirteen peacei, 
currency : hence persons receiving from England 
ArSOO per annum, when converted into Jersey money, 
receive . ^325 — the twenty-Jive pound*, premium, 
being about sufficient to pay the rent of a genteel 
villa, they may Le said to live rent free ; which to 
begin with, is a tolerable good inducement for them 
to seek a permanent residence in the Island. As. to 
wealthy strangers, there are but few, for with two 
or three exceptions, ^800 per annum, is the extent 
ofany gentleman's expenditure. 

There is however one subject above all others, 
which every person who comes to settle in the 
Island ought to understand something about, and 
that is, the Laws under which be is to live : the 
great labour, which the author has bestowed on 
this part of his Treatise, will, it is presumed, be 
much appreciated, as itiathe only attempt that has 
ever yet been made to coUect the Laws, Castoms 
and Privileges of Jersey, into k popular form,. 

Although the old Norman French is the language 
of the Island, yet the great and constadt-^ influx of 
English people, and their intercourse with tfate na- 
tives, has caused the English to be generally 
spoken: hence there is very good society and al- 
ways some amusements. The number of British 
reiidents, amounts to at least between three and 
four thousand, exclusive of the numerous trades^ 
people and urtificers settled in the Island. Three 
fourths of the ICnglish, consist of Army and TV'avy

As to dimate« it is admitted on ali habd^, that 
Jersey takes a medium rank— that is, fine weather 
without an excess of heat or coU.' Paris, Caen, 
Tours, Paw, and Lausanne are hotter in summer 
and' colder in winter ; while Brussels and 0ou- 
logtie-sur-mer are in every way inferior to it. 
The oommunication by steam-packets is constant 
and regular. There are two fine boats, the ^rtac///^ 
and Lord Bereaford, which ply from Sotrth^mp'ton 
from the beginning of April to th« 6nd of'October ; 
the farmer every Tuesday, and the latter e^vtefy Fri- 
dtuHfy at six o*olook in the evening : they touch at 
Guerufley early the next nrortaing, and arrive iti 
Jersey aboat twelve o'clock at noon. His Majiesty^s 
post-ofiioe stetim packets ply from VTeymoafh (o the 
Islands twice a week throughotit the year : fhey 
leave on Wednesday and Satarday evcningd, and 
arrive in Jersey the followiog morning. There are 
also sailing vessels from Piymoutf), Poole, Ports- 
motttli and Southampton every week;

ISLAND OF JERSEY. 



TiiE Island of Jersey, much the largest aDd fiuost 
of the Norman isles, is, according to Mr. Brooke, 
18 miles from the coast of Normandy in France, and 
84 south of Portland jo Dorsetshire. It is 30 miles 
in circumference, and diflicult of qccess on account 
of thn rocks, sands, and Forts erected for its defence. 
At its N VV. is situated in N. latitude 49^ 10' and in 
2^ 22' longitude West of London. This Island was 
known to the Gauls, the Romans, the Franes, and 
the Normans, and from each it is probable received 
a name. The Romans knew it by that of Ctesaria, 
in the records of the Tower and Exchequer it stands 
Jerseye. Tlie form of the Island is that of an irre- 
gular paralelogram. Its greatest length, from SB. 
toNW. is about twelve miles; and the average 
breadth may be estimated at full five miles ; the 
width does not exceed seven miles. By a very ac- 
curate measurement, it contains a fi u per fices of be- 
tween thirty-nine and forty thousand acres. 

Jersey exhibits an inclined plane : part of its 
eastern coast, commencing at Mont Orgueit, and the 
whole of its northern shore, forms one continuous 
range of rocks, rising abruptly from the ocean, fre- 
quently to an elevation of from forty to fifty fathoUiS. 
It is a very probable conjecture that many of the 
adjacent rocks were originally part of the Island 
itself. There is a legendary tradition, that this Is- 
land was once so contiguous to Franco, that persons 



passed over on a plaok or a bridge, paying a small 
toll to the Abbey of Couianet, Several circom- 
BtanceB give a colour ta the probability, that, the 
\rhoIe of St. Mieh€0l*s Bay, from Cap de la Hogut 
to Cap de Frehelle, or the greater part of it, y/slb 
once dry ground, either forming a portion of the 
main land or insulated. 

Jersey is divided into twelve parishes, which 
form a part of the See of Winchester, and the Gover- 
nor for the time being, is patron of all Church liv- 
ings. The population of the Island, according to a 
late census, is 36)682. 



APPROACH TO THE ISLAND. 

Its first appearance is strikingly grand, a compact 
and solid mass of high land. As you come nearer it 
has a very barren appearance, and is surrounded by 
rocks of a most terrific nature and enormous size. 
After passing some of which called the Corbiere^ 
well known by all mariners, the scene instantly 
changes, and a bay of infinite beauty opens to the 
view. Some travellers have compared it to the bay 
of Naples. It cannot be supposed to be anything 
equal in point of extent, or interest of scene, but 
certainly is no way inferior in natural beauty. The 
bay is an exact crescent open to the South, and the 
high land of the Island which gradually slopes 
down, is in every part richly covered with wood, to 
the water's edge, thickly interspersed with houses 
and buildings. The approach to the town of St. 
Helier is by a pier or harbour, a bason of very 
great extent, and capable of holding a considerable 
number of shipping, with a very fine quay on the 
land side, protected and sheltered by the immense 
rock on which Port Regent is built. The town 
of St. Halier being the largest, indeed almost the 
only town7 is considered as the capita^of the Is- 
land. Here is the residence of the military Gover- 
Dor»— here the courts of law and justice are held, 



the Post-office, and- the market; and it is alto the 
residence of most of the merchaoti and pebple of 
trade. The town itself is large, and still increasing 
and improving, and contains, as is supposed, up* 
wards of sixteen thousand inhatritants. 



FORTIFICATIONS. 

The bay of St. Aubin's, or St. Albans, is defended 
by two forts, one nearly at the Western point, and by 
another nearly to the Eastern point called Elizabeth 
Castle, which at high water appears to be on an Is- 
land, but at low water is connected with a bridge 
or beach nearly a mile in extent, to the town of St. 
Holier, which is seated on the shore directly behind 
this castle, and built in a sort of rarine betweea 
lofty ground on each side. This castle afforded a 
temporary residence to Charles I. and Clarendon, 
during the time of the rebellion. It was began in 
the reign of Elizabeth, on the site of an Abbey of 
Canons of the Augustine order. The rock on which 
it is built, is nearly a mile in circuit. In time of war 
it was of great importance, and strongly fortified, 
but now is only occupied by a small body of artiU 
lerymen. At this place the morning and evening 
guns are fired. On the East of this is a new built 
strong fortification, called Fort Regent, which rises 
more than one hundred and fifty feet above high- 
water mark, at the South end of St. Helier. When 
it was private property, there were gardens to its 
summit ; it was purchased by Government for the 
sum of eleven thousand, two hundred and eighty -six 
pounds sterling, as a site of a fortress which was 
finished about the year 1815, and deemed impregna- 
ble. It is built of granite, is bomb proof and covers 
more than four acres of ground. It is aflHrmed that 
the most powerful fleet would be annihilated by its 
guns. There is room within its walls for 5,000 mea 
—all that human art and strength could do, appear 
to have been called into service, to render this for- 



tification inaccessible. Store- houses are hewn out in 
the solid rock for the ammuBition ; the well from 
which the Garrison is supplied with water, is 2311 
feet deep, 195 feet of which is bored through the 
solid stone. .A dozen nien can raise the water into 
cisterns, by means of a forcing pump, and they can 
bring up about six thousand gallons per day. This 
Citadel is said to have cost upwards of a million 
sterling ; the prospect from it, seaward, is magni- 
ficent, and includes a vast labyrinth of rocks, called 
Violet Bank, which run round the South - East 
corner of the Island. On the Western side of the 
town, is a hill of rugged rocks, called Gallows Hill, 
and used as a place for execution of criminals. 

The third place of military defence, that is worth 
notice, is St. Aubin*8 Castle, or as it is generally 
called, St. Aubin*s Tower. It derives this appella- 
tion, as Mr. Falle tells us, '* because formerly no 
other than a great tower or rock, but now fortified 
with bastions, planted with cannon; it is of good 
use for clearing the road, and protecting the ships 
within the pier; into which last, nothing can pass 
but by the permission, and under the guns of the 
said fort.*' Since Mr. Fallens time, it has been much 
enlarged and improved, and it ia now a considerable 
fortress. A new pier has also been added, within 
which ships are well aeeured ; and it is a most ad- 
mirable place for embarking and disembarking 
troops, as there is an excellent beach at lo«v water, 
which connects the fort with the town of St. Aubin, 
over which not only soldiers may pajss in safety, but 
the heaviest ordnance may easily be transported. 



CLIMATE. 

Mr. Pices, the modern historian of the Island of 
Jersey, who, after a residence of near forty years, 
must have formed an accurate judgment on this 
subject, says, that, *< From the trifling difference 
between the latitude of Jersey and that of the South- 



em coast of Eogland, and from its proximity to the 
CoDtineDt, by which it is embraced oo three sides, 
an EoglishmaD would not be led to expect any 
great variation between the climate of Jersey and 
that of his own country. There is, however, a sen- 
sible difference ; particularly with respect to the 
winter season. Frost is rarely of any continuance ; 
snow seldom remains more than two or three days 
00 the ground ; and shrubs, that require shelter 
even in Devonshire and Cornwall, are here exposed 
without any covering, and seldom receive much in- 
jury. Rains are indeed more frequent in Jersey : 
fogs that rise from the sea, and spread themselves 
over the land, are not uncommon ; and the Island 
is subject to boisterous gales of wind, especially 
from the Western quarter, from whence it blows 
more frequently than from any other part of the 
compass. The weather is occasionally very warm 
in summer ; but. that oppressive sultriness some- 
times experienced in England and on the Continent, 
in hot summers, is seldom felt. In the latter part 
of the spring, a keen Easterly wind prevails usually 
for some time : this is remarkably penetrating to 
delicate constitutions.** 



SOIL. 

The soil of the Island, generally, is extremely 
good ; varying between loamy sand and decomposed 
granite. Neither flint, chalk, nor gravel is to be 
found in it. The sea pebbles supply, in some mea- 
sure, the want of these articles. With a small ex- 
ception, general fertility pervades the whole coun- 
try. The highest hills grow good crops of corn ; and 
even the sides of the bills sloping sharply down, 
called coteauxi are in some places productive of 
good herbage for cattle ; but the valleys between 
the hills are most uncommonly rich and fine. Most 
of these valleys are well watered by beautiful 
streams, meandering through verdant and highly 



productive meadows. Almost the only mairare U a 
sea weed called vratc, with which the land is co- 
yered at certain seasons. 



PRODUCE. 

From the smalloess of the farms, occasioned from 
the nature of the tenure of lands, agriculture can 
only be in a very small and confined state ;and, from 
the immense number of trees and orchards, a very 
small comparative portion of the land is devoted to 
it. Some good wheat and barley is grown ; but oat3 
are, in general, thin and light. Horse-beans are not 
known, and very few peas or vetches. The hay x» 
in general indifferent ; a« the grass Is so comp1etel|r 
shaded by trees, it is always long, wiry, anq sour.; 
and when made, not beip^g close^ pacjUd together, 
soon becomes dusty, and, on that account, very pre- 
judicial to the wind of horses. This deficiency in 
the article of bay is, io a great meftsure compensated 
by means of artificial gr^ss, particularly Ivcerne, for 
the growth of which, the «oil and climate of Jersey 
seem to be particularly adapted. Of all articles for 
sale or profit, they reckon on nothing but apples and 
potatoes, of which a very large quantity is every 
year exported. An asia^ijDg number of cows are 
annually reared for the English market, which 
form DO small article of trade. On «o small a spot 
of land, the quantity reared would be almost incre- 
dible, if the mode in wMch they are reared was not 
considered. All aafmals, not excepting sheep, are 
circumscribed as to extent of paeturage, being te- 
thered to a stake driven into the ground, with a v«ry 
sparing length of rope. This, Indeed, is a system of 
economy w4iich is highly commendable. It might 
perhaps be ridiculed by some of the great graziers 
in Lincolnshire and Leicestershire ; font it Is admi- 
rably adapted to the occupiers of small farms ; and, 
more particularly, in places where the natural pro- 
duce uf the laud is so insuflicient for the consump- 



4ion of a very lat'ge population. The soil and pro- 
duce of the Island will no dovbt be benefitted from A 
recently established *' AgricaUural Society/' which 
though now in its infancy, is every way highly 
promising. 

The following comparative estimates will showiU 
xlegree of fertility, and the average produce in the 
different artitles —

The vtmost produce of Wheat may be taken at 
40 cabots, though there has been as much as dO ca-» 
bots of S8 pounds each. The produce on an acre i» 
about 41 S-IO English bushels. The produce of 
potatoes is after the rate of 37,000 Jersey pounds or 
nearly 93%077 English pounds per acre ; 20,000 
pounds is a fair average. The general crop of hay 
h averaged at about one ton per verg^e, which i& 
deemed a v^y considerable produce. The aftermath 
is sometimes mown, but more nsaally grazed. Very 
few Islands are known to be more woody than 
Jersey. Planting is, even now, carried to excess ; 
but the greater part of the trees is the apple for ci- 
der, of which an immense quantity is made for ex- 
portation, as well as for home consumption, it being 
the only beverage of the country. The beauty of the 
apple blossom, in the early part of summer, is sin- 
gularly striking to a stranger ; and that circum- 
Btance should induce him to let his visit to the Is- 
land be as early as he oan|to enjoy so truly delight* 
ful a seene. One of the finest productions of the 
Island is the Chonmentellei a delicious pear, which 
sometimes exceeds a pound weight. They have been 
sold in the Island as high as ^5 5s. per hundred. 
*— There is a species of Kale, which is cultivated in 
the gardens, which is often five or six feet high ; 
some stalks have been sent to the Agricultural 
Society in London, which were nine ov ten feet 
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long. Tt bas been said, fhat, in Jersey, there are 
no wild or noxious animals. Of the former^ it 
is certain there is a very small portion ; a few hares 
and rabbit8,and some few. coveys of partridges only. 
Of the latter sort, there are only snakes, lizardB, and 
toads. 



MINERAL SPRINGS. 
On the subject ef the mineralogy of the Island, 
for a more particular account, the reader is referred 
to Mr. Plees' History of Jersey, under that head. 
It is here sufficient to observe, that mineral springs 
are to be found in many .places in the Island, But 
to. no very great extent or .atreagth. Such of the 
islanders, whose constitutions require the aid of 
medical waters, are in the habit of visiting the mi- 
Jieral springs in .the. neighbourhood of Dinan, in 
f ranee, a small town seated on a beautiful river 
called the Raqce, about eix leagues only from the 
.town of St. Maloes. The waters of Dinaa are a very 
strong chalybeate ; and found to consist of carbo- 
nate of iron and sulphuric acid, with a very small 
.quantity of magnesia. The scienery on each side 
Ihe river is most delightfully varied, and boats pass 
every tide, almost without the aid of sail or- oar : 
the regular fi^re for passage, is only the sum of ten 
jous, or five pence each person . 



ROADS. 

The public or military roads, which go nearly 
round the Island, and ^o every parish church in 
it, (for which the inhabitants are indebted solely 
to that distinguished character, General Don), are 
always kept in excellent order, and afford the most 
commodious and ready travelling at all seasons. — 
They were originally so well formed, and composed 
of such good materials, (the granite stone reduced 
to very small pieces and covered with sea shells), 
ihattbey stand very little in want of any repairs ; 
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and such as are done, are done by labourers, who 
are paid by the respectiye parishes, at lOd. per day 
only, each ipan. There are do turnpikes, but a 
great want of direction posts ; for if you eoqaire in 
the country the distance from one place to another, 
the answer is, half an hoar, an hour, or two hours ; 
if in town the answer would be in miles. 



TRADE. 

Cows, potatoes, cider, and apples, are the princi- 
ple exports ; cows commonly fetch from £8 to £12, 
each ; potatoes 6d. to 8d. per cabot, weighing about 
40 lbs. It is asserted that 800 pounds of potatoes 
have been raised on 44 feet of ground ; upwards of 
8,000 tons are exported annually. Cider is made 
in great quantities, the price averages 15s. per hogs- 
head of 60 gallons. It is said that at least 150,000 
gallons are sent every year to England, and as much 
as 20,000 pounds of butter. Cheese is but little 
made in the Island. Cordage, candles, and soap are 
made for Island use and exportation. Two con- 
siderable Iron foundries have been established. 
— There is no restraint to Foreign commercs ; the 
Newfoundland trade is the most considerable : ves- 
sels go for the purpose of fishing on the banks, and 
cany with them, from Jersey, woollen manufactu- 
res of almost every kind ; nets, cordage, and iron ; 
also salt, for the curing of fish ; and having obtain- 
ed a cargo, either by fishing or purchase, they pro- 
ceed with it to many of the ports in Spain, the 
Mediterranean, and to both North and South Ame- 
rica, and having disposed of their fish, return home 
with the produce of those countries to an English 
ronrket, and roost frequently with a cargo of salt 
for the Newfoundland fishery. There is no direct 
trade from Jersey to the East Indies, and but little 
to the markets of the West India Islands belong- 
ing to Great Britain. 
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HEUGION. 

This is professedly the protestant of (he Church 
of England ; the nnmber of places of worship con- 
nected Tvith it is seventeen, inclnding the Chapel at 
the Hospital ; there are about 12,000 sittings con- 
tained in them. The want of a Chapel at Gorey for 
the accommodation of those who frequent that place 
during the Oyster fishery was long felt ; the erec- 
tion of a suitable and handsome building is now 
completed. — A similar one is in contemplation on the 
site of the Stranger's Barying Ground, at the Pa- 
rade. There are various (denominations of Dissent- 
ers, and a considerable number of small Chapels 
throughout the Island, chiefly belonging to the Wes- 
leyan and Independent conttexions. No licence is 
required by dissenting preachers, or for chapels. 



TITHES. 

The Tithes on Apples ainl P(»tatoes, with the 
fees for marriages and funerals, are fanud suflicient 
for the maintenance of the Parochial Clergy. The 
Crown claims the tithe of the Corn, which has been 
appropriated to the non resident Governor of the 
Island. A select Committee of the House of Com- 
mons in 1833, recommended his Majesty *8 Govern- 
ment to apply this revenue to pay the salaries of the 
General and other Officers resident here, as also the 
Garrison establishment. Inhere is an iron bax called 
le TronCy placed on the outside of every Church . 
with the following passage from Scripiurc, on, a 
tablet over it^^* Celui qui Apitie du pauvre prete a 
TEternel, qui ]m rendra son bienfait.*' The product 
of these, with that of collections every Sunday at 
the Church doors, is distributed quarterly. The 
Parishes keep the Parsonage bouses in repair.

ENDOWMENTS. 

Charles the First, at the entreaty of Archbishop 
Laud, granted revenues for the endowment of three 
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PellowBbips in the Uoiyersity of Oxford, for th» 
education of three clergymen for Jersey and Guern- 
sey ; to whirh Bishop Morley added fire scholar- 
ships in Pembroke College, and there is a legacy 
from a native of the Island which is appropriated 
to the same effect. But some time before these grants 
were conferred, Lawrence Baudin, of the parish of 
St. Martin, had bestowed 32 quarters of wheat reot, 
for the maintenance at either of the Uniyersities of 
sach. poor scholars of Jersey, as should be found 
deserving of encouragement, but unable to support 
the expense of a Collegiate educatioa-^-a gift that 
has been of the .greatest benefit to many of the most 
useful and reeipectable characters. There^are two 
free Grammar Schools, founded in the year 1499, 
called St. Magloire, or St. Manliec, and St. Anas- 
tase, under the direction of the Dean and Clergy, 
but the endowments are too smbll to be of any ma- 
terial service, or to render the establishments able 
to effect the original design. The two schools are 
situated at different ends of the Island j and are each 
intended for the i^ccomnsodation of six parishes. 



MANNERS. &c. 

The farm-houses, which are numerous, are bnilt 
of stone ; commonly with blocks of granite ; tbey 
are thatched. This is also tke case with the cotta- 
ges of the poor. Tke inhabitants are generally of 
the middle stature, and of much of the courtesy of 
the French manners, a broken Eoglish is niuch 
spoken by the common people ; but by the better 
educated, tolerably well. Norman French is the 
languagis mostly used by the natives. It is the lan- 
guage of the Bar, the Pulpit, and of legal docu- 
ments. The habits of the women are peculiar ; over 
a black stuff petticoat, they wear a kind of frock or 
bedgown, with black stockings, bonnet and shawl, 
but all peculiarities of dress are. rapidly superseding 
by English fashions— they retain their maiden naB>e

after marriage. Economy Is always the order of tlie 
day. It may not perhaps bo too much to say, that 
BO country can boast an appearance of greater hap- 
piness and comfort. No common beggai's aro ever 
seen ; nor is there any indication of want or mi- 
sery. That there must be poor in this, as well as 
in every other coantry, cannot be doubted ; but ex- 
treme poverty is no where oonspicaous. A sober. 
Chough inactive industry, is thought to prevent this 
-*but a belter, and perhaps a truer reason is, that 
the people of the Island having a sort of general 
relationship, they are studious to hide the poverty 
of their relatious, and therefore in some measure 
prevent it. Industry is more particularly observ* 
able in females : it must however be admitted, that, 
with the outward appearances of happiness and ge*^ 
aeral oontent, there is not that cheerfulness and 
hilarity discoverable in most other countries. 



MILITARY AND CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 

Tub government of the Island \? partly military, 
and partly civil. The Legislative body or Civil 
government, consists of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
Bailiff; and twelve Jurats, the Rectors of the twelve 
parishes, the Constable of each parish, and the 
Attorney and Solicitor General ; this is the parlia- 
ment of the Island ; the military government, which 
is little more than for the protection of the Island 
from invasion, lies exclusively with the Governor 
or his Lieutenant. The Governor himself never re- 
sides here, but his Lieutenant constantly does ; and 
if the latter should, on any occasion, leave the Is- 
land, even for a few days, the senior military offi- 
cer is immediately sworn in as Lleutonant-Gover- 
nor for the time being, and has all the power of the 
actual Governor. The Lteut.-Governor being al- 
ways a military man, has the command of all the 
regular troops and Island militia ; also of the several 
forts, castles, and places of defence. On suspi- 
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cion of treason, wiSb tbe consent of two Jurats, he 
can seize ^od imprison ^ny inhabitant. No foreigner 
can enter the l«Iand without his poimission. Ho is 
said in some cases where the int«r£St of the crown is 
concerned, to hfiye a seat and vote in the Boyal 
Courts as w^l] as in the States. On such occasions 
he wears an elegant red cloak, and is attended by 
a guard of honour ; his seat is next to the Bailiff's, 
who is the Chief Magistrate. His Exoellency, 
however, seldom avails himself of this privilege ; 
altl^ough former Lieutenant-Governors frequently 
did, and even voted in the election of civil officers. 
The guard of honour alluded to« consists of twelve 
ser^^aots, belooging to the regiment happening to 
be on duty, each bearing a lance or spear ; and the 
red cloak worn by the Lieatenant-Gpyernor as pre- 
sumed to be in allusion to the old law maxipn of 
" cedant arma togse,*' and may do well ^n time of 
peace ; but, in time of war, necessity sometiaes re- 
quiring the power of the military Governor to he 
supreme, and eye^ absolute, the opposite maxim 
mast then prevail, ** silent logos inter arma."

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THE STATES. 

The Legislative Body is composed of thirty 'eight 
members, twenty-foar of whom are chosen by the 
people ; they have no regular periods of meetipg, 
but may be assembled by the Governor or Bailiff, 
or their Lieutenants, and dismissed at the pleasure 
•f the President. Their deliberations are public. 
The Governor represents the King, asd has a veto 
upon all their enactments. The Assembly must be 
composed of seven of each body, unless on very ur- 
gent occasions. The principal business is to raise 
money for the public service, but no such act has 
force of Law until it has received the Royal assent — 
other acts have immediate operation which lasts 
only for three years, without the King's confirma- 
tion, but all such as contravene the prerogative of 
Parliament and are repugnant to the provisions of 
any act of the Imperial Legislature relative to the 
Island, are by the Stat. 7 and 8. Tfill. iii. c 22. 
utterly void and of none effect.

ROYAL COURT. 

The execution of the law is entrusted to twelve 
Jurats, presided by the Bailiff or his Lieutenant, 
who is not to govern or prejudice their opinions, 
uor ever lo give his vote in Court, ei^cept in cases 
where an equal division takes place ; but when a 
majority prevails, he is bound to follow it. The 
Jurats are elected by the people for life, subject to 
dismissal by the King for corrupt conduct : they 
have no salary and decide all causes, according to 
their own individual ideas of law and justice ; for 
few of them ever had any thing like a legal educa- 
tion. The Court cannot bokl its sittings except 
in the presence of the Bailiff or his Lieut, and in 
cases where the Bailiff is absent, and his Lieut, 
present against whose judgment an exception has 
been made, the senior magistrate must preside, un- 
less the Bailiff by letter appoints a Jvge Commie. 
— The Royal Court has cognizance of all pleas, 
suits, and actions, whether real, personal, mixed, 
ot criminal, arising toUhin the hland^ treason only 
excepted, and is immediately subordinate to the 
* King in Council, by appeal or doleance. In crimi- 
nal cases there lies no appeal. It has been main- 
tained that the Court is competent to try causes 
arising out of the Island, (f the parties be ^within 
U ; as for instance, a mutiny on board a merchant 
vessel in any part of the World, whether the vessel 
and crew belong to Jersey or not ; a breach of pro- 
mise of marriage, committed any where in his Ma- 
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jeflty*s domioions, and erea a debt contracted in 
Kogland, the recovery of which may be barred by 
the Statute of Limitations there, provided it ii not 
often years' standing !— The Court must take cog- 
nizance of the records, judgments, &c. of his Ma- 
jesty's Courts elsewhere, provided the documents 
be properly authenticated. When a cau^e or action 
is brought forward, a copy of the proceeding hav- 
ing been served on the defendant by an oflieer of the 
Court, the case is stated by one of the advocates 
— (whom it is absolutely necessary to employ,) — 
and whose fee is often much more than the sum 
to be recovered. If the eause of actiou is of 
00 great importance, both parties come prepared 
with their witnesses, prorided they can be imme- 
diately procured, and the cause is at once decided ; 
but if the witnesses are not directly on thespot, 
time is given for the purpose, and the Court sum- 
mons them to attend, oi> pain of imprisonment. In 
the ordinary Court, which is always held on a Sa- 
turday, and called la Cour du Samediy two Jurats 
with the Bailiff or his Lieut, are sufficient for the 
decision of causes, but with an appeal to the Court 
of the greater number of Jurats, which is called the 
Covpt de CouVf or Poll Court, and from their deci- 
sion, in matters of considerable importance, there 
iean ultimate appeal to the King in Council. In 
this case, it is necessary that the evidence of wit- 
nesses be taken on oath before the Court, and re- 
duced ta writing, and lodged in the office of an offi- 
cer of the Court called the Greffier. The Court has 
two terms of sitting, one in the spring, the other in 
the autumn of the year ; and, on particular occa- 
sions, it may be called together by the Bailiff or his 
Lieutenant, in the intermediate space of time. In 
civil causes, the Jurats are to be considered in the 
light of both jurors and judges ; but in criminal 
cases, there must be the intervention of two juries, 
somewhat resembling the practice of the English 
Courts ; one Jury finding the bill of indictment, and 
the other trying that indictment.

ECCLESIASTICAL GOVBRNMENT. 

There is an Ecclesiastical government, the Rec- 
tor of St. Helier, for th^ time being, (the Venera- 
ble the Dean), holding a spiritual court. The 
laws are all founded on tbv canons of James the 
First, which were framed by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Bishop of Lincola and the Bishop 
of Winchester, and recetved the Royal assent in 
the year 1623 under the sign manual. These ca< 
nons granted to the Dean the power of bestowing 
licences tor marriage^the entry and probate of 
wills which most be registered in his ofiice and 
approved under his seal, and letters of administra- 
tion of the goods of intestates dying without heirs 
of their body to the next of kindred. As the Island 
u ia the diocese of Winchester, all questions of 
iraportance are sent for the derision of the Diocesan^ 
who exercises the prerogative of Ordination and 
granting institutions to livings on the presentation 
of the Governor.

THE IMPOST. 

The rcvcnuo of the Island is small, for its exigen- 
cies arc not great. The harbours are kept in repair 
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by theduei of Anchoragre, and Impot on spirits, w{iia& 
has long been established for that purpose. The 
4lrst grdnt for this impot, which was then one soqs 
per bottle, was in 1615, &c was conOrmed by Charles 
the First ; but tbe distractions- of the Icingdom pre- 
vented its receiriog the authority of the great seal 
till 1649, when it was renewed by letters patent from 
Charles the Second. The public revenue is now 
chiefly derived from a newi impot upou wines and 
■piritSy and from ssms paid on obtaining licences for 
opening public houses. 

The following is the amount of the impot or duty': 
On Portuguese, Spanish, and Italian wines, two 
pounds ten shillings per pipe. On Prenoh and 
Rhenish wines, one pound ten shillings per pipe. 
On spirita, one shilling per gallon. A publican who 
sells wines and spirits, pays annually for bis li- 
cence, fire pounds.

The 
Malts are conveyed by his Majesty's Post- Office 
Steam- Packets, and arrive every Sunday and Thurs- 
day ; are made up Monday and Friday evenings, 
and depart Taesday and Saturday mornings. The 
box is shut at nine, bnt Papers are admitted for a 
penny. Letters for twe pence, and the mail entirely 
closed at eleven o'clook. Delivery of Papers for 
Public Offices, Clubs, Reading Rooms, and Letters 
on the public service half ao hour, and all others an 
hour and a half after the arrival of the Bags at the 
Office. Papers and Letters are delivered in Town 
gratia, but in the Country are charged 1 penny each 
— Papers from England come free, as likewise Let- 
ters franked by Ministers of the Crown :— but the 
franking privilege of Parliament does not extend to 
the Islands, hence such Letters are chargeable with 
full postage from the place at which they are de- 
posited ; nor will Petitions, addressed to either 
House, go to Members of Parliament free of postage, 
although sent in covers open at the sides, and do 
not weigh more than six ounces, agreeably to 54, 
George III. 69. Letters caniiot be franked from the 
Island. Papers are free to and from Guernsey, but 
to any part of Great Britain and Ireland they are 
charj^ed 3d., and to the Colonies, l^d; The Clerks 
of the Foreign Post Office charge 10s. 6d. per quar- 
ter fbr forwarding Jersey Papers to France, the 
United Netherlands, Brazil, Monte Video, Buenos 
Ayres, Chili, and Peiu. Thd Royal Court ofT^prsey 
has no jurisdiction over his Majesty *8 Post Office, 
altjiough letters containing money have been atta- 
ched for debt by its Sheriffs. By a warrant from 
one of the principal Secretaries of State, Letters 
may be detained and opened ; but if Any person shall 
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wilfully detftiD or opeu a Letter delWered to the 
Post Office, without such aatbority, he shall forfeit 
dM, and be incapable of haviog aoy future employ- 
oieot Id the Post Office. No monies are allowed to 
be remitted through the medium of Pott Office Or- 
dtrS' All complaints are to be addressed to the 
Secretary, Sir Francis Feeelinjc— Felonies connect- 
ed with the Post Office are triable in England.

RITES AND CEREMONIES.

Marriaget — If by Banns, the fees are from 58 to 
10s— by Licence, from lOs to £6, payable to the 
Dean ; they are celebrated either at the Church or 
residenoe of the parties, and the charges vary ac- 
eording to circumstances, the hour and place of so- 
lemnization. Strangers are required to enter into a 
bond, and Foreigners marrying subjects of his Ma- 
jesty, must first obtain permisaion of the Lt.-Govemor. 

Burials — There are three Burial grounds in the 
parish of St. Holier, under the jurisdiction of the 
Dean, and one belonging to Dissenters. Charges 
for interment are as follow : —Breaking the ground, 
for a stranger, £1— Dean's fee ; rated inhabitanta 
exempted. Officiating Clergyman, 6s ; Clerk, Ss Od ; 
Sexton, 2s Od, and at the New Ground, U 4d. Per- 
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missioa to erect a head stone, 58. tlpmb stone, from 
£S to £5— Deao*s fee. The Minister, Olerk, and 
Sexton, nsnally go to the house to accompany the 
corpse, and when scarfs, bat bands, and glores are 
given, they accept them. If strangers of the Town 
are buried in the Conntry, the fees are paid in 
every parish through which the corpse passes. In- 
terments at the Chnrch burying grounds may be 
conducted by Dissenters, agreeably to their own 
rites, by obtaining permission of the Rector, and 
paying him the usual fees. 



PUBUC LIBRARY. 

This is siidated in Library-Place, was erected 
and fornished iwith books, at the ezpence of the 
Revd. Philip Palle, the venerable historian of the 
Island, who was a native of Jersey, a Canon of Dnr- 
ham, and formerly Chaplain to King William III. 
This benefaction was increased by the late Reverend 
Dr. Dumaresq, who added many valuable Works. 
The Library contains about 5,000 volumes, among 
which are a considerable number on Theological 
subjects. The States have lately determined on ex. 
pending £100 per annum, to enrich the collection, 
by the addition of Modern Works, on those branches 
of Literature and Science in which it is most defi- 
cient. This sum, if judiciously applied, will, in the 
course of a few years, render the establishment of 
essential benefit to the Island. The subscription Is 
only 5s per annum ; no books are sufiTered to be re- 
moved from the room, whichjs^open three days in 
the week. A house is provided' for the Librarian.

In ancient 
aud more turbulent times these ofiicers principally 
resided in either Mont Orgaeil or Elizabeth castle, 
and in latter times some house has generally beea 
granted to them. When the Island was invaded by 
RuUecourt in 1781, La Motte house was the seat of 
the Lieutenant Governor, and it was there that Ma- 
jor Corbet was taken prisoner. Since that time the 
house now occupied by Mr. Ramier Le Brocq was 
the Governor's dwelling, and the rew row of build- 
jogs called Halkett- place, opposite the market, has 



beeD raised on the site of the garden ; this property 
having been sold in 1823, the present more commo* 
dious and appropriate residence was purchased of 
F. Janvrio, Esq., by whom it was bnilt. Nearly 
opposite is d'Hautree, the property of Colonel Tou- 
zel. Military Secretary and Aid-d^-Camp to the Lt^ 
GoTernor. 



GOVERNMENT OFFICE. 
Thisis situated at the Coie, in St. Saviour*s-road, 
where a list of passengers, names, profession, and 
country they belong to, must be sent by the Com- 
mander of every vessel that arrives in the Island. 
Aliens especially must be reported to and inspected 
at the Office. Passports for France are granted on 
payment of oae shilling (British). Ships' papers 
must be signed by the Lieutenant-Governor, and na 
ship can leave the harbour, without a Pass from him, 
which mast be given by the Captain to the Sentry at 
the barboar^s mouth.— The charge for his signature' 
to each is one shilling* ( British). -^Hours of atten* 
dance, from teii to four o'clock. 



COURTHOUSE. 

A soKd but plain structure, the only seat of Judi- 
eature in the Island, was erected in 1647, previous 
to which Mont Orgueil Castle was used for that 
purpose. In this building is held the assembly of 
the States, together with the Court of Civil and Cri- 
minal Jurisdiction. They are summoned by the 
bell at the top of the building in belfry, with the 
Crown over it, belonging to the strncture. At one 
extremity of the vestibule, is a full length portrait 
of Marshal Couway. who was formerly Qoy. of Jer- 
sey, pilinted by Gainsborough ; at the other end is 
a portrait of George III. in his robes of state, paint- 
ed by Mr. Jean, a native of the Island. The states 
of Jersey meet in a room above this ; and the other 
apartments are used for different purposes connected? 
witli the government of the Island.

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HOSPITAL, 

Mr. Sullivan, Supertntendant, — C. Joiibs, Esq., 

Surgeon, 

This buildiDg* situated in Gloucester Street, has 
beeu erected at different periods, on the site of the 
old one, \frfaich became a temporary barracks iti 
1783 ; and -v^hich by some accident caught fire. The 
Dorth-wing; has been added through the medium of 
a grant from the late Charles Robin, Esq., of St. 
Aubiu*s. It now affords accommodation for ap- 
-wards of 1^0 persons; the apartments are large and 
airy, and the sleeping rooms are fitted up with iron 
bedsteads. The establishment is supported by le- 
gacies, by a rate levied on all the parishes, and by 
contributions. The Superintendant has no salary 
further than the profits which he can make by farm- 
ing the inmates at 4id. per diem, a head ; house, 
large Gardes, &c., rent free. The following pro- 
ject of a Law was lodji^ed in the States on the 7th 
Oct. 1B33 by the Constable of St. Helier t '* That the 
States name an Overseer of the Poor at a fixed sa- 
lary and that the States supply the food and other 
necessaries, and also the Committee be directed to 
report thereen between then and the 1st Feb. 1831, 
the Contract being revewed for a year on the pre- 
sent footing.'* There is a Chaplain appointed by the 
States whose situation is worth about £70. per an- 
num. There is no Lunatic Asylum in the Island, an 
establishment much wanted. Pauper Lunatics are 
placed in the Hospital, and others whose means will 
afford it, are sent to Asylums in France or England,

BOARD OF HEALTH. 
Boards of Health have long been established in 
the Island. The Central one is in St. Helier, whose 
sittings, when necessary are held at the Court House 
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in the Royal Square, to whom the reports of Dis- 
trict Committees are made in times of general sick- 
ness. Buriog the awful visitation of Cholera, in 
1832. the exertions of the Board were pre-eminent- 
ly useful. Members are chosen from the m^st in- 
fluential men of the Island. 6. S. Hooper, M. D , 
is Secretary to the Central Board, and has published 
a descriptive account of that visitation. 



PROVIDENT SOCIETY. 

This Society fwas instituted in October 1883, to 
encourage industry, cleanliness and frugality among 
the poor, to relieve real distress and misery, from 
whatever cause arising, not in money, but by work, 
food, clothing and other necessaries, and to prevent 
mendicity and imposture. It is founded on the prin- 
ciples, and conducted similarly to the like Institu- 
tions in England, and is under the direction of a 
Patron, President, Vice-Preaident, Treasurer, Se- 
cretaries, Committee, and Visitors. A General Meet- 
ing is beld once a year, when the reports are re- 
ceived and accounts audited. 



HERMITAGE. 

The Hermitage of the Saint, from whom St. He- 
lier has its name, is an insulated pealt near Eli- 
zabeth Castle, quite detached from the fortifications. 
A small arched building of rude masonry, com- 
manding a noble view of the bay, having the 
resemblance of a walcb tower, covers an excavation 
in the rock, which was the abode of this ascetic. 
Here indeed he was shut out from the world ; for 
little could be seen but the blue firmament and the 
expansive ocean, or hea.rd, besides the dashing of 
the mighty waters. The sea retires so low that it 
leaves a free passage to the Castle, which is called 
the bridge : but it is by no. means pleasantly ac- 
cessible on foot. Mr. Pleeshas favoured the world 
c3 
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with the'follo\iring succioct acconnt of tliis siogular 
spot : **• The hermitage.in days of legendary fame was 
the secluded cell of a martyred ascetic, from whose 
canonized name the town of St. Helier assumes Ms 
own. In this solitary and bleak habitation, the sup* 
posed stone couch, and pillow of the eremite, re- 
main. Slid exhibiting fancied stains of blood. Ac- 
cording to traditionary evidence, that pious recluse 
was murdered in one of their descents on the Is- 
land, by a set of piratical Normans ; and to expiate 
the bloody deed of his forefathers, a descendant of 
one of those lawless marauders founded an Abbey 
on the site of the present castle.*' Of the anchorite 
just mentioned, Mr. Plees adds— *^ Tradition has 
preserved only the name, and the foregoing brief ac- 
count of his death/' 



MARKET. 

Mr. CMARtBS HuBT, C^nttabte, 

The present Market-place is arranged in a parti- 
cularly neat and convenient manner. Against three 
sides of the inclosure, piazzas are erected, under 
which are seats allotted to those who sell egg8,but- 
ter, vegetables, &c. ; sufficient room is left for the 
purchasers to be also under shelter. The central 
buildings, which are on a similar plan, form two 
double rows of small shops occupied by the butch- 
ers, who are forbidden to expose their meat for sale 
elsewhere. The fourth side, in which are the prin- 
cipal entrances, fronts a wide and handsome street, 
called after the late Lieutenant Governor, Halkett- 
place, and is separated from it by a lofty iron 
railing ; a small space is walled off, and appointed 
for the sale of fish. Wednesdays and Saturdays 
are the two Market days, but the latter is the 
principal one ; and the supply of meat, poultry, 
fruit, and every description of vegetable produce, it 
generally excellent and abundant. The butter is 
much esteemed ; the beef, veal and pork are very 
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good ; and tbe mutton much better than it wat a 
few years ago, a superior breed of sheep having 
been introduced into the Island. During the winter, 
wild fowl and game are brought in great plenty 
from France^ and sold at a moderate rate. 



FISH MARKET. 

Most of the fish known in England are to be seen 
in the Market, except the haddock, smelt, muscle, 
and cod, which are rarely, if eyer to be had. The 
rocks around Jersey swarm with congers, some of 
which are six feet in length. There are also four 
species of the squaluM genus, including the squatina^ 
or angel fish. These fish, except the angel fish, 
abound, and are in great demand by the lower class. 
Mackerel is at times so low as six pence per dozen. 
Soles and whitings are occasionally cheap in pro* 
portion. It is not uncommon for the fishermen to 
findyin their net, pilchards, skates, mullets, turbota, 
John-a-dorris,and yarious kipds of flatfish : — John- 
a-doris, are sometimes sold at Od. per pair, and fine 
turbot at lOd. per lb. The prawns, shrimps, esca- 
lopes, crabs, and lobsters, to be had in their reipec- 
tiye seasons, are of a most delicate and nutricious 
quality. Large crabs from 6d. to lOd. each, and a 
lobster of great size at the price that will not exceed 
2d. per lb. Oysters will fetch but 2d. per dozen 
and still be the finest in the world I The fish in 
most esteem is red mullet. Sea-carp is most abun- 
dant, and whiting-pollock by far the cheapest in 
proportion to its quality. 



WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

There is a difference between tbe pound Avoirdu- 
pois and that of Jertey^ 104 of the latter being con- 
sidered as equal to 112 of the former ; therefore 13 
•/^r<e^ pounds are equivalent to 14 pounds Avoir- 
dopois. Tbe general measure is called a cabot, or

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More comttonly a capital. The eahol in which bar«^ 
Icy and all other kinds of grain (wheat excepted), 
pease, beans, potatoes, &:c. are measured, is more 
capacious than that used for wheat, the proportion 
reqiiiriofif four of the latter to fill three of the for- 
mer, and all these articles are struck with the ex> 
ception of potatoes, the measure of which is heaped 
up. It requires about 13 1-14 cabots of wheat to 
make an English quarter. A cabot of apples weighs 
$8 lbs., auda cabot of potatoes iOlbs. Jersey weight. 
The general measure for Land is called a vergee^ 2| 
of these are equal to a statute acre. The Jersey foot 
of 12 inches contains only 11 inches of a King's foot, 
22 of which make a Jersey perch, and forty perches 
a yergee.*-<-The Jersey pot for liquid measure con- 
tains ire ninths of an English wine gallon. — Res- 
pecting CoQl9^ six measures (called in the Island, 
bushels) and a half, are equal to eight English bush- 
els, and this quantity is called a quarter. Three of 
these comprise a load, and are equal to two thirds 
of an English chaldron. No article but Coal is re- 
gulated by this measure, which by a late Act of tho 
States is required in the Town of St. Uelier to be 
delivered in bags.

VEGETABLE MARKET. 

This is held in Cattle. street, where the Cattle 
Market formerly was. — Potatoes and all sorts of 
vegetables are to be found in abundance^ and pur- 
chased at reasonable prices. Fruit and vegetables 
are also sold at the general Market, opposite Hal- 
kett-Place. 



CATTLE MARKET. 
This is a new and convenient building, situated 
near the North Pier, was opened at Christmas, 1833. 
It was formerly held in Cattle- street. Behind this 
Market is a row of Slaughter Houses erected at tho 
same time ; the former ones in Beresford^street were 
a great nuissance to (he town.

SOYAL SQUARE. 

This was formerly the Market place, and where 
Major PiersoQ lost his life in his spirited defence of 
the Islaod io 1761. The memory of this traosac- 
tioo is carefully recorded in the Island, by a des- 
criptive Aionument to. the Major in the church, erect- 
ed by the order and at the expence of the Staler, 
while the very balls or shots fired in the engagement, 
are preserved, in the very state they actually lodged 
against the house of Mr. Monraot, the bookseller 
andprinter, in the corner of the square. And that 
gentleman has a picture painted shortly after the 
transaction which is said to be, not only a very ex- 
act representation of the scene, as it actually took 
place* but exhibits correct portraits of most of the 
priucipal persons, concsrned in it. 

The Square is beautifully paved and is without 
exceptian the finest promenade in Town ; it affords 
convenience to the suitors of the court, and is at 
tbe same time the exchange of merchants, and the 
lounge of the gossip. It is ornamented with the pe- 
destrian statue of George the Second, in a Roman 
Military Costume elevated on a stone pedestal. The 
roada are all measured from this spot. 



PRISON. 
NicuoLAs Babot. — Governor* 

This is a handsome building, in an airy spot, at 
the West end of the Town. The cells for the male 
criminals are on the ground floor and vaulted^ each 
nine feet square, fourteen io height, and has a grated 
'Window and an aperture in the door. A space under 
an arcade is allowed them for exercise, and they 
have a common room with a fire during the winter. 
Half the upper story witblieparate stair case, is for 
the female criminals who have a private yard for 
exercise. The Debtors occupy the remaining half 
oftha top floor consisting of twelve rooms, which 
are fton )1 to 12 feet square and well lighted ; there 
C5 
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h an open yard in front of the Building for their ex- 
ercise from sun rise to sun set, during which time 
they can receive visitors. They have no accommoda- 
tions beyond the bare ^alls, not even a bedstead to 
lie on, but they can demand straw ; they are for mo- 
ney supplied with spirits and other trifles by the 
Governor. There is a Chapel in the centre of the 
upper floor, where service is performed Sundays and 
Wednesdays at 9 o'clock in the morning, by the Rev. 
Mr. Gallichan, as Chaplain, but who, as yet, has re- 
ceived no salary. The Debtors have a constant sup- 
ply of water and other conveniences, but there is no 
hospital or infirmary for invalids. Dr. Fixot is the 
medical attendant on the Criminals for which he re- 
ceives a salary of about £30 per annum.but does not 
visit the Prison unless sent for. The Criminals are 
never fettered during incarceration, nor trial, and 
may be visited by an order from the Sheriff. They 
have each an iron bedstead, Paliass, Blankets &c., 
ar« shut up at sun set, and their Cells opened at 
suD rise except those under sentence of solitary con- 
finement. The Governor is appointed by the States, 
to whom h» gives two securities ; he has no fixed sa- 
lary nor is allowed anything towards the expesee of 
a turnkey or assistant. His only remuneration is 3d 
per day exacted from each Debtor for his trouble in 
opening and shutting the gate when their friends vi- 
sit them ; a fee of 7s. on entering and leaving the 
prison ; the like Sum for attending them to and 
from Court, and the savings he can make out of the 
daily sum allowed him for feeding the prisoners, 
which is paid by the King's receivers. The Go- 
vernor is answerable for the escape of all prisoners 
whether civil or criminal. The Deputy Viscount is 
master of the Prison, to whom all complaints must 
be addressed. Persons who are expatriable may be 
arrested without oath, for simple contract debts, and 
those who are not for specialty debts, such as pro- 
misery Bills, Bonds &c., and may be severed from 
their families at any hour of the night, and thrust 
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tvitbin the walU. On wtering the GroI they are 
allowed by their creditors 9id per day, 3d of which 
is payable to the Governor, the remaining Oid is for. 
their support and can be demanded every morning ; 
on default of payment, they are entitled to their dis- 
charge. Debtors can have their I'^^^": y/°i;°"^.^'" 
more days or even weeks, on giving bail to the She- 
riff by whom arrested, who is entitled to a fee of Ss, 
and the same fee every time a Debtor is summoned 
or voluntary goes to Court. This Bajl terminates 
at sun set on the last day, when the Debtor must re- 
turn in default of which the bail becomes answerable 
fertile debt. The Sheriff arresting is bound by Law 
to offer the Debtor to be produced at Court for the 
Durpose of the arrest being confirmed or disputed, 
within 10 days after the caption, in default of which 
he his liable to an action for false imprisonment.

HARBOUR. 

Beneath the Fort, on the South -West side, is ai spa- 
cious Harbour, more than a quarter of a mile in 
length. It has a convenient quay on each side, aod 
will hold from three to four hundred vessels, ia 
unfortunately dry at low water ; the tide rises at 
times at its mouth to from thirty to forty feet. A spa« 
cious quay has been recently erected at an enormous 
expence, running from the upper end of the pier near 
the Town in a straight line along the water*s edge 
towards Mont Patibulaire, or Gallows Hill. — It is 
one of the roost delightful promenades in the Island, 
possessing an admirable marine southerly view. It 
is intended to erect warehouses along its line.

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SIGNALS. 

There h a PI«g Staff at Fort Regent, whicl^ fron 
8«in riM to Ban set receives signals from all the sta- 
tioos round the Island. Black balls are hoisted for 
sailing vessels, and in the quarter from whence they- 
laay be coming i catters and brigs are distinguished* 
and when the veisei nears the Island she has her 
flag hoisted above the ball, to denote to whom she 
belongs. An explanatory chart of the signals may 
be purchased for a small sum. Steamers are sig- 
naled by white balls; that of his Majesty's Post- 
office has also a white pennant. The ball is lowered 
when the Packet comes to anchor, and the pennant 
is removed immediately the mail bag arrives at the 
Post-office. A signal of a blue ^nd red pennant is 
hoisted at 8 and 1 o*clock« The expencee of the 
whole establishment are defrayed by annual subs* 
criptions and donations. A committee is appointed, 
which is empowered to call a General Meeting of 
the Subscribers when they shall deem necessary. — 
Government allows £5 per annum, for cordage, and 
has appointed Lieutenant P. Le Hardy, Superinten- 
dent of Signals, without salary, but to have the use 
of La Houguette Cottage at the Signal Station, St. 
Cleroentf, free of rent, on Che customary terms of 
keeping it in repair.

df . il'BtiBR, SO biame'd fr^m the patron saint of 
Jers^y.^wbo i^s said. to have been murdered by the 
'Nbrmttns in one df th^if piratical excnrsious, is the 
principal town' in the Isiand; It differs little from 
the majo/'ity of ^ib^tiy sea-ports in England, unless 
irt the predoniHiance of foreigjij^ameS to be obserted 
on many sigurboards, and th6 groups of Ffencliwo'- 
inen» distinguished by their fantastic head-dress, 
wh6 pernnlbulate the streets to dispose of their meV- 
q{ipAiib«; The market, v^hich for orderly arrange- 
ment and plenteous supply, is scarcely excelled in 
any quarter of his Majesty*s doniinions, is well wor- 
thy of a visit. A great many Norman Women may 
be seen here, who come fifom Oranville to dispose of 
their fowTS, fish, ^ggs, fruit, ctnd Vegetables. Mosfdf 
them, when seated at their stalls, are industriously 
employed at their needles, when not occupied ser- 
ving their customers. They are generally hard- 
featured, and their grotesque head-dress, parti- 
tolour;ed kerrhiefs, and vefy short clumsily plaited 
petticdats, give them an ^ir not altogether con* 
genial to an Englishman's taste. They are, however, 
clean, civil, and honorable in their traffic. The 
town of St. Heller, whieh is the principal of the 
Island, is finely situated in the Eastern corner of St. 
Aubin's bay. It lies open to the warm southern 
'breezes, but Is sheltered by the hills on the other 
points. The houses are solid buildings of bricic and 
stone, and in the English style. The Eastern ex- 
*iremity of the ToWn,contains some handsome streets, 
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thai would do honour to any metropolis. The Ter- 
race, the Crescent, and the neat little Theatre, with 
Its handsome portico and pediment ; aisp St. James's 
Church, a pretty modern gothic structure are worthy 
of notice. By walkiiic ap.tUe road that lies under 
Fort Regent, a beautiful view may be had from the 
height, of the Town* Harbour, and filjaabeth 
Castle ; there the eye ranges Dver the wide expanse 
of 8t. Aubin*s Bay, surrounded by its range of 
finely wooded hills, sprinkled with Tillages and 
cottages. Taking a turn to St/ Saviour's road to 
make a circuit of .the Town, every one must be in* 
finitely pleased with the environs of St. Helier*s ; 
fine wooded banks surround the Town on' all sides, 
and on the slopes and at their feet, pretty houses, 
combining all the advantages of Town and Country 
are seen scattered, with their excellent walled 
gardens,— and many oHbem with their greenhouses 
and vineries. After proceeding about a mile along 
the St. Saviour's rot^d, which all this time keeps 
upon a level, the road begins to ascend, turning a 
trifle to the right; biitif the stranger wishes only 
fo make a circuit of the Town, he. will turn to the 
left in place of ascending the hill, and this road will 
l)ring him back to St. Helier*s, and will )ihow him 
the growing improvement of the Town, in the num- 
ber of new detached houses, which are thickly 
scattered on both sides of the road. 

CouNTav Parishbs and Bays.— We have now 
coroplety done with St. Helier's, and sh&ll proceed 
through the other eleven ^ parishes, .taking them in 
rotational! they appear on the map, noticing, as 
'we pais along, the peculiarities of each place. 
The circumference of the Island, following the 
sinuosities of the coast, is forty-seven miles and a 
half ; it is indented by bays of different dimensions 
and depths, the roost celebrated of which are St. 
Aubio>. the mouth of which is nearly three miles 
across- St! Ouen*8. which lies on the Western 
'shores of the Island, and whose dimensions are 
still greater— Bouley, 8t.Catherln§>, apd OrQuvilte 
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bays ; bat beiides these larger bayi, the whole 
coast presents numerous sniall, antl often singularly 
beautiful bays, coves ami inlets, such as Rozel or 
St. BreUde, and tbeM»« durbig the Summer fbontbil, 
are the farourjie resorts of the very many pic-aie 
parties tbat^ frequent them. In describing the ge- 
nera] appearance of the fsUnd of Jersey, one Tfoul4 
say, that wooded fertility is its chief cbaracteristie » 
from whatever height one looks (3own upon i,t, it 
presents the effect of one continuous orchard .; aoii 
in walking or driving across the country, the stranger 
will find that 4he orchard is not its. only produce* 
bo t that there is etery 'wliere an under crop of 
luxuriant vegetation. The. burdened fruit trees, 
the small enclosures, the general, fertility, the tiny 
streams, and the numerous and substantiiJ farm 
houses, could not but remind one of the many oC 
the fertile and more level parts of Switzerland, 
were it not, that we occasionally catch through the 
orchard, vistas, a glimpse of the blue and tremulous 
waters, that every where gird the landscape. 



ST. LAWRENCE. 

St. Lawrence is the next parish Westward of 
St. Helier. It is a very beautiful part of the 
Island, presenting to the eye of the tourist many 
rich landscapes ; the rpads are commonly burdened 
wiib t^ees ; the solid farm houses, many of which 
have avenues of trees leading .up to them, are very 
pretty. lis population, when the last census was 
taken in 1831, was S043. The church was conse- 
crated the fourth of January 1199 ; and is a struc- 
ture which, perhaps more than any other religlaus 
edifice, in Jersey, shows, how little attention was 
paid in altering, to preserve a conformity with its 
original plan. Internally, }t presents a heteroge* 
neoutf mixture of pointed and circular arches of 
Simple and ornamented reliefs ; the Eastern win- 
dows are light, and were formerly embellished with 
painted glass : much of this has been broken, and 
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th« rractared places hare b^ep repaired, at random ; 
it hat neither steeple nor tower. 



St. peter, 

Joamey{ng still Westward^ St, Peter's parish 
is next to St. Lawrence ; its population is 2150. 
The church is one of the best in the Island. The 
school of St. Athanasius or Aniastase, as Falle says,' 
is in this parish ; it was endowed for the benefii of 
the children, belonging to six Western pariAes of 
the Island, and was founded in the reign oif Henry 
the 8eyentb« by Vincenjt Je{iy, a nafiye of Jersey, 
but a nierehant of Southampton. It seeitos rery 
inefficient, as the nqmbier of scholars is seldom more 
thaikhalf a score ; ihe annuM reyepUe is said to be 
about twenty-five pound's* Many of the English 
choose this parish as a residence ; because, it If 
said it bad not as liiuch shade from the trees as the 
others. The parish church was consecrated in the 
year 1167, on the SK)th day of June, the spire of 
which is the highest in Jersey ; it was many years 
since^ injured by Uglitning, but has been repaired. 
On one of the buttresses, at the West end, are en- 
graved several blacksmith's implements, respecting 
ivhich singular tabtet no information can be pro- 
cured : if a conjecture niight h^ hazarded, it was 
placed there by some' piQus smith, who wished to 
perpetuate eithef'hls piety or Ingenuity. About a 
mile to the SouthVirard ojf the church, and almost on 
the verge of Les Quenvais, have been erected, 
several large and handsome stone buildings for 
barracks i the ap^rtpients for (he commissioned 
officers, the non-commissioned oflicers and the pri- 
Yates, are at! def ached from each other. The 
situation is elevated ; and anextenftiye level' paride 
affords space for eye^y evolution, apd wilt contain 
a thousand men. S^. Peter's valley, which is not 
far from the church, is highly picturesque ; oil one 
side runs a nat^ow road, at the' foot of a rocky 
I'ange, considerably elevated and sparingly supplied 
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with ver^arie; the other side of the valley i« bouud- 
ed by lofty Kills, complMirly clothed with wood. 
TheM eninenees, as the valley bends, present hold 
but w«U covered projections. The flat part of the 
valley is divided into meadows, and is marshy— ^a^ 
defect that, andoabtedly,' roi^ht be remedied, aa 
there iaa suffieient, though gradual, descent towards 
the sea : in proof of this, at a mill in the valley, the 
stream 4>f a rivuVet tarcft a wheel of considerable 
magaiiude. 



St. BRELADE. . 

St. Bbklajme is to the South of St. Peter, and 
is the most barren soil in the Island, as it inc lodes 
Noirmont and a part of that sandy tract called the 
Quenvau. The Towns of St. Holier and St. Au- 
biaare situated on opposite sides of St. Aoliin's 
bay. The walk from the one to the other is about 
four miles, and ia very delightful. On the left, the 
eye is delighted witii the beautiful bay to which the 
liule To^n of St. Aubin gives name. On the 
right is the rich and fertile valley of St. Lawrence, 
abounding with aeat cottages and charmiog land- 
scapes. Some prefer the air of St. Aubin to that 
of St: Helier ; lodgings and house rent aro 
usually cheaper in the former than the latter, and 
the situation is certainly more retired. There is a 
rock in St. Aubin's bay, called the Diamond Rock ; 
because a frigate of that name struck on it. The 
prospects from Noirmont Hill and the Point, to the 
South of thb Town, are very fine and extensive. 

Ht AVBIN is a little Town, situated in thi;i 
parish. It posaeises the advantage of a small pier, 
which was commenced at the close of the seven* 
teeuth century and completed in the year 1819 ; it 
it protected by a fortress mountiag fourteen guns; 
which is surrounded by water at high lide. Tli« 
Town, though irregularly built, contains many 
hoo«e», and was formerly inhabited by a large pro- 
portion of the richest merchants of the Island ; but 
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ibtf eonipletiOD of the verj auperior harbosr at St. 
Helier aod its coosequeat iacreaBiog commereial 
Importance, have contriboted to withdraw from St. 
Aabin'f naojr of iU former wealthy iofaabitanta. A 
»maU Market-place has been iateljr opened on a 
new plan, retembling that of St. Helier. . 

No I a MONT Point drops sharply from, a ooosider- 
able height I and terminates in a low rock, on the 
extremity of which a martello tower is erected. 
Q'he sitaation is judiciously chosen, as it goarda 
the Western entrance of St. Anbin's bay. The 
Tiogtaine of Noirmont constitutes another part of 
St Rrelade's pari»h. 

St. BaBLAj>i^*s Bay is a semi-eircolar basin, the 
regular contour of which is brolcen on its Esistera 
side, by a projecting mass of rocks, and by which a 
second curve is made forming a smaller bay. The 
Khole is bounded on the land side by high rocky 
hills. 

The aituatlon of St. Brelade*8 church, the most 
aacient in the Island, is highly picturesque. It 
stands oo one side of the beautiful bay, on the edge 
of the water, which at high tide, washes the 
boundaries of the burying ground. Though pos* 
setting no attempt at architectural oraament, it is 
still a singular and iateresting otgect. In the 
church yard stauds ona of the chapels which were 
of an earlier date than any of the churches : it was 
calle*l La Chapelle des Pdcheurs. It retains no ap- 
pearance of having been devoted to the service of 
God, aod is converted into a store room, for the 
reception of the artillery of the district ; yet we 
must remember, as we behold it, that it was in these 
chapels that the sound of the Gospel was first 
heard, and the blessings of Christianity taught. 
On the walls some remains of rude and ancient 
paintings, representing seriptnral subjecta, are ob- 
servable ; but the great antiquity wbleh some per* 
sons assign to them may be disputed. 

Upon ao eminence above the obnrcfa of St. Bre- 
lade, stands La Moye house, formerly the property

of the Pipon famity ; aiid npoii A hillock ia ak ad- 
Joining ield', is an old font of 'Moat Mado stone, 
which issuppoied to bare been removed from some 
church, probably from tbatof the parish in which it 
now stands, da riibg the aseoadance of the presby- 
tariaos, whose former iflfln^nce may he remarked in 
the abieoce of baptismal Pmt» ■ and commonion 
tables from most of the chnrches, that of St. Heller 
amongst the number ; and though no objeetion now 
exists to the introduction of them, yet the places 
where the latter should stand being for the moat 
part occupied with pea a which have become pri- 
vate property. It has not been found possible to 
restore them, exeept in a Tory fevf instances. 

In nearly a line from Noirmont is the rock of Cor- 
bidfe, forming the' 8otith*West extremity of the 
Island. It is well known to sailors, as a voyage in 
its neighbourhood is ol^^n very dangerous. The 
faatastio and inconltant outline of the Corbiire as 
you pass it, Is a subject of surprise and admiration ; 
a sight that sboold act be lost 'by the passing 
atranger from one inland ta aoother. When Arst it 
ia seen in thift haze ofthe' morning, it resembles a 
huge elephant supporting an embattled tower ; a 
little after, ' it assumes a gigantic warrior in a re- 
cumbent posture, armed cap-a-ple ; anon, this ap- 
parition vanishes, and in its stead a form' in 
miniature arises, with pigmy sentinels stationed on 
its ramparts. The precipiVsM between the Corbi^re 
and the bay of St. Aubin are no less worthy of 
notice than that promontory. They slope down to 
the water's edge in enormous protuberances, re- 
sembling billows of froaen lava, intersected by 
wide sinuous rifts, and present an interestkig fieM 
for mineralogical research. '^ 



St. OUEN. 

St. OtJBN. — This parish contains a population of 
1916 persons. It occupies nearly one half of the 
Westera coast, aud is the largest parish in the 
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Ulaod* Within. its diiiricta coD«ideTabla quaatitj 
of corn 19 growo. . The cburch wa«L coofecrated on 
tbe 4tb of 8«{»leinbar, IISO. and is aituated io a 
loqely part orf ttie parish, and lippears as if suok 
into tjie ear(b, as the principal entrance goes down 
two steps, and the door ca$e is remarkably low; 
The only way of accountiog fer so unusaal a cir- 
cumstance is, by .supposing the ground aboiit the 
cburch to have been raised. The same windt that 
buried Les Quenvais.in sand may perhaps hare 
been the cause* The church has a ?ery low spire ; 
but there is noi any thing respecting this edifice 
worth particularising. 8u Oueu's bay sweeps from 
I'Etacq to the . Southward of. |jallocco>« a tower 
erected on « rock;* abo^t half «. mile belaw. hfgh 
ivaiiep marl(4 though dry at the tide rec(»des ; this 
tqwer is, jhpwever» at times^ nearly inaccessible for 
several weeks* fr.om the violent surf that breaks 
pver th6 rough surfece of low fbcks, and that roars 
along the whple extent.of this too frequently dan* 
gerous coast. Ip o^e part, and. in only one, is a 
b^autiful bnachy fre& fr«m the generally rugged 
character of this boisterous ffhore. Part, if not the 
whole, of tbii^. extensive, bay was once a fertile 
valley» in which grew a. forest of stately oaks. 
Ai^er yioleut storms the flat rocks are frequently 
bared : at these times, many trunks of trees, are 
discovered, chiefly near low water mark. Those 
stumps stilj eJing to tl^-rocks by their roots that 
pierce the clefis. The length of one trunk was, 
when found, fifteen feet io the main stemi and it 
measured from. nine to ten feet in the girt: it then 
spread into two branches, each of nearly the sama 
length and substance as the stem itself. The re. 
mains of stone buildings are also sometimes dis* 
closed. There is likewise a bed of peat in the bay ; 
but over it the waves frequently deposit a covering 
of sand ; it is, therefore, only occasionally visible. 
Near this spot is Hi. Ouen's pond of fresh water, 
being a portion, of large open ipeadows, orerflavved 
by the junction of several rivulets, thus fgrminga 
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lake, in Ti'hich there is good fishing ; part of this 
pond being reedy, a/Tords shelter, during the winter 
»ealion, to a considerable quantity of wild foWl. In 
one of the m.eadpws near the pond, are three large 
bloclts of stone ; doubtless, the ren^aina of a Celtic 
mooament. Two of them jare erect ; the other 
bloclL iies on the ground, and js, apparently, only 
part of what it originally waS' : ih^ end supposed to 
have been broken off, exhibits the appearance of a 
recent fracture. At the extremity of the pfomontory 
are some tricing ruins, that bear the name of Gros* 
nez Castle. A small gate-way and two projecting 
angles, constitute the remains of a portal ; but loose 
fragments of stone, which are scattered about, de- 
note that the original circumference of the walls 
mast hare bieen extensive. It is not known at what 
time or by whom this building was first construct- 
ed, and uncertainty seems to ^tlach to the whole of 
its history. Tradition, however, ^hich has the 
weight of probability on its side, affirms it to have 
been occupied by Sir Philip Pe Carteret, as a de* 
fensive post against the Coimt de Maulevrier, 
when, aner obtaining possession of Mont Qrgueil 
find the neighbouring country, he at'ifempte^ to gfiln 
the rest of ^be Island. 

From Grosness, the next p^pmontory is that of 
Plemont, which IS ^o deeply intersected on eacb^ 
8ide»as to be. joined to the main land l)y a very 
narrow isthmus : this has been cut down to a con- 
siderable depth, so that it is improperly termed an 
Island; over the deep fosse is a draw -bridge, and 
close to it is placed a guard house, whicn, in time 
of last war, contained a small miliary detachment, 
to prevent any bostife access. The roc^, on oqe 
side of the draiv- bridge, cirpps in nearly a perpen^ 
dicnlar line to the sea ; another, which is at least 
two hundred feet in height, is absolutely vertical \ 
has a surface equally l^v^l as an artificial wall, and 
glows with a splendid variety of* beautiful tints, 
when reflecting the brightness of a clear moraing 
sun. This place has long been ^debr,ated for its 
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e&ves ; they are cliiefljr on the Western tide of i^ 
small iulett of which the Eastern point is formed by 
the promontory of Plemont, The usual descent to 
those caverns i» ou this side : the declivity is safo 
though steep : that of the hill which covers them is 
seldom uied« and is said to be dangerous. The 
most remarkable caverns are at La Move, PUmoni, 
and Oreve de Lecq. Few strangers make excursions 
to Jersey without visiting its caves ; and the far 
greater number are directed to go at once to P/<. 
moni without hearing that Greve de Lecq is a cavern 
much more extensive than any other in the Island. 



St. MARY. 

St. Mary.— It is one of the Korthern parishes ; 
there is nothing remarkable in it, with the excep- 
tion of a few chalybeate spring*, and some beautiful 
shady walks, neither of which is much noticed. Its 
population is 977 persons. The church which was 
consecrated October 5, 1320, stands rather in land, 
and is not an elegant structure ; but the neglected 
state into which the interior has been suffered to 
fail is to be regretted, and is a reproach to the 
parish. On quitting the church one enters a ro- 
mantic valley, serpentining between lofty swelliOg 
hills, richly clothed with fern and other wild 
shrubs, displaying a lively verdure, on which the 
eye rests with pleasure. The valley is likewise 
shaded in different parts with groves of oak and fir. 
At length the winding path descends rapidly to a 
beautiful cave, called Qreve de Lecq. 

Passing the barracks along the Eastern extremity 
of the cave, there is a cavern of no great heighti 
but extending in length one hundred feet. Thia 
subterraneous passage cannot be explored when 
the tide is up ; and when down, is rendered dlfficnlt 
and unpleasant, by pebbles forced by the action of 
the sea, into the month of the cave. There are 
other caves here, particularly one under the hill, 
which 9beltes rapidly on the Western side of tfie 
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bay. By foUowiog the siouosities of a narrow track 
that runs along the hill, by the very edge of the 
precipice^ a path descends to tt^e spot : the spot is 
an irregular opening, nearly twenty feet in height, 
but much narrower. The most interesting time for 
viewing the subliose spot, is when the tide has 
risen, so as to aimit entering it in a boat. Solemn 
music here would produce a fine effect ; it w oul J 
slowly vibrate through the deep recess, and the 
sounds, rendered full and yet softened by the water, 
would make every nerve thrill with the most de- 
lightful sensations. A pic-nic party conid be ac- 
commodated at a house near the barracks in the 
culinary department, but they should go provided 
with eatables, &c. 

AU the caves should be reconnoitred by water and 
not by land. With aboatfrom Greve de Lecq, it 
would be easy to land close to every opening in the 
cliffs ; this would avoid, scrambling over masses of 
rocks, or winding along narrow paths that skirt the 
edge of the precipices ; and thus the caves might 
be viewed before the receding tide would admit of 
proceeding to them by land : great cautipn would, 
however, be neqessary. A good offing musi be pre- 
served in doubling any of the sharp ledges^ as in 
general, strong currents and brokea water are pre- 
valent near those angles, especially towards the ebb. 



' ^ St. JOHN. ■ ■' 

St. John is in the Northern part of Jersey, and 
from St. Mary *s to the church of St. John% is rich 
and wooded. The latter building was consecrated 
on the first of August, 1204, and the population 
of the parish amounts 1865. At a short distance 
from the church« a path leads down to the little 
harbour of Bonne Nuii, . where there are -barracks 
neatly constructed,, and alm()8t untenanted since tlie 
eonclusion of the war. ' Tha granite quarries, for 
which the parish of ^t. Johh is especially celebrated, 
lie about three quarters of a mile to the North of 
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the cKurcb, aud des^rTe to be vittted b^ every 
fttrange'r. Thd cliffs from which Hiis beautiful and 
very durable stone i^ obtained, are very extensive 
and almost whoUy composed of it. The quarries 
are constantly worked, from the demand that exists 
for (he stone ; they belong to different jiroprietors. 
ao(4 afford employment for a c^onsideraible number of 
men. That from Mont Mado is! held iu the most 
esteem, being the whitest and, perhaps, ode of the 
hardest quality ; that from the quarry of La-Per- 
ruque, ift also mudh Valued, though soinewhat 
darker iii. colour aqd less closely grained than that 
of Moot Mado. Tilei'e are sev^rsrf other quarries, 
whicli produce e^xcellent materials for building', 
though of lesd repute than those lAentioned. The 
MdVi Mado stone, splits astt^det' M^Ch gfeat regu- 
larity' dnd beauty; most ^ilk6' p^bli< buildings 
and the mansions of the affl)ient are faced with it. 
It is both handsome aifd dufstbfe; 



TRINITY. 

Trinity.— -La Petite Caesir^^.— The Roman en- 
trenchment is in this parish : the remains of it are 
but few. It is in a large disi^rict, and contains a 
population, according to* the cetasus- talcen in 1831, 
of 2098 persons, being an increase of only fifty, 
during the previous ten years. The church was 
consecrated September the third, lt€i3 ; it has no* 
thing particular noticeable. A short and pleasant 
ride eondtrcts us to the marine scenery at Boulay 
bay, which is delightful. This bay is, on the 
Northern coast, formed by rbcks, which rise above 
two hundred feet from the seel. 

Boulay, offers indeed a noble^ bay, but it labours 
under two evident and insurmountable disadvan- 
tages. Were a town to be built on the declivities, 
the ascent would be too arteep for the purposes of 
foreign or even inland trade ; and the want of a 
running stream^ and, perhaps, of spring water also, 
would be severely experienced. The States have 
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)iite1y given afooat foar or five thouftaod pounds to 
coMtruct a pier at Booiay bay : it is now finished, 
and may be considered only as the commencement 
of a more extensive work, necessary for the defence 
of all the sarroundinjc Islands. 

The want of a good harbour, wherein the British 
'squadron, employed daring the war to watch the 
moveroeAts of the French navy, may occasionally 
find secure shelter, has frequently been felt. The 
extension af the present pier, a few hundred feet 
will form an excellent port, afibrdiog a sufficient 
depth of water to allow sloops and st^am vessels, 
and even frigates of a larger class, to float in safety 
at any time of the tide, whilst all the other harbours 
are dry at its reflux ; and the roadstead in the bay 
itself, the easiest of access and the best anchorage 
of any in the vicinity of the Islands, offers, on 
account of its situation in view of Guernsey, Al- 
derney, and the coast of France, the most eligible 
Biafion for -Che 'squadron. 



St. martin. 

St. Martin's, which is one of the Eastern pa- 
rishes, contains several interesting objects worthy 
the tourist's attention. The first place we shall 
notif e is a small semi-circular basin, bounded by 
high rocks. This little port has a pier on a small 
.scale, and affords a residence to a oamber of 
fishermen. The neighbouring barracks are beauti- 
fully situated, and in Summer time, are the ren- 
deavous of pic^nic parties. They were always 
occupied by U'oops during the war ; but are now , 
with the exception of a couple of artillerymen, un- 
tenanted. The environs of Roael harbour, exhibit 
majestic rocks, frowning ever dark glens, as if pre- 
pared to bur«t and overwhelm every thing below. 
On a small cliff, close to the harbour, called Le 
Couperon, the most extensive druldical antiquity 
DOW existing in the Island, and which is supposed 
to have been a temple of that worship, is to be 
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seen. It is com posed of twenty -one stones of abotft 
the height of three feet, twenty in lencth and ten 
in width, enclosinic within an area somewhat oval, 
other blociis.and matses that appear to have once 
formed a poquelaye or cromlech of considerable 
size. Tbre^ flat slabs, each a\x feet in length, 
whirh are supposed to have been once united, are 
said to have rested formerly upon fourteen smaller 
.supporters of about the height of two feet. Perhaps 
their present broken state is more attributable to 
wanton violence than to the injuries of time. Theae 
blocks are of the sort called Puddingstone, a con- 
cretion like pebbles connected by a glutin. 

Mont Oboubil Castlb. -The rock on which it 
stands is of an olive and red colour. It is a lofty 
conical rock, which forms the headland of Grouville 
bay, and looks down like a grim giant on the sub- 
jacent strait. The fortifications encircle the cone 
.in picturesque tiers, and the apex of the mountain 
shoots up in the centre of them as high as the 
bottom of the flag staff, which is planted on it. 
During war a strong garrison occupied this posi- 
tion ; but now a sergeant and two privates of ar- 
tillery compose the whole military force. The view 
of this mutilated edifice, from the summit of the 
hill above Grouville, is. noble and imposing ; the 
date of its original construction is unknown ; it has 
been assigned to the days of Robert, the eldest son of 
Wiliium the Conqueror. In the reign of King John, 
it was a place of considerable strength ; various ad- 
ditions have been made at different times, and 
many parts of what now remain are comparatively 
of recent erection, as may be learnt from the dif • 
ferent coat of arms, carved on stone escutcheons, 
and placed over several of the gate-ways. The 
chapel of St. George, in which some of the most 
distinguished characters in the history of the Inland, 
and several of its governors were buried, is now 
completely in ruins and nearly filled up with rub- 
bish, having been partly excavated from the earthi 
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and the coTeriog baviog fallen in. Under the arch- 
YiAy near the eiitraDce» are some stooe benches, on 
which the judges sat when trying m^ilitary rriini- 
nals, and not far distant are some beams, from which 
those sentenced to death were immediately sus- 
pended. A small apartment in the principal tower of 
the castle, still in tolerable repair, is said to be that 
which was inhabited by Charles the Second, when 
he remained some months in the Island, after the 
death of his father, before h^ accepted the invita- 
tion of the Scots. During his residence, he made 
himself so well acquainted with every part of the 
Island, that he is related to have drawn a map of it, 
which was shown to travellers not many, years ago* 
in a cabinet of ciiri09ites,at Leipsic,and is, perhaps, 
still in existence. . 

On a clear day,'the rillages and buildings on t\ke 
opposite coast of France and the celebrated catbe- 
(4ral of Coutance, may be distinguished vtith a naked 
eye from the top of the castle ; and its lofty situa- 
tion overhanging the sea, and the recollection of thd 
various scenes of local interest of which it has been 
the theatre, entitled it to a feeling of respect which 
few are not inclined to withhold. 

A part of the fortifications of Mont Orgneil castle 
are coeval with Caesar's excursion into Gaul. The 
celebrated Pryne was confined here froin August 
J637 to Noyemher 1640. Till the erection of tb« 
jail at St Helier it vias the prison of the Island. 
At a short distance, is Jeoffry^s Rock, or Jeoffry's 
Leap, so called, it is said, because formerly cri- 
minals were thrown from it into the sea. The road 
from Mont Orgueil to St. Martin's church, rises 
over a hill of some length, and is carried through 
some of the richest and roost fertile land in the 
-Island. This structure presents a neat and res- 
pectable appearance ; the interior has been much 
improved by the removal of the old and inconve* 
nient seats and pews ; it was consecrated on the 4th 
day of Jan. 1116. The parish contains 1956 persons. 
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GROUVILLE, 

Grouyillb parish is the East, and eontains se- 
veral iDterestiog places, one of which, the most 
striking, is LftHouguebie, or the Prlnce'n tower, so 
called frotn its having belonged «o the Duke de 
Bouiitoo, an admiral in the British navy. Leaving 
the Prince's tower Ve proceed along a newlj cat 
road to Gorey, tvbioh is fast increasing in size and 
tiDj^ortanee. The populatron is fiudtnating, but con- 
siderable during the season of the oyster fisMng, 
which commences on ilie first of October, and finishes 
on the twentieth of May. This fishing is of great 
benefit to the Island. Twenty thousand pounds and 
upwards is annually introduced by this fishery. 

St. clement, 
St. Clbment.— In returning from the village and 
church of Grouville, there are two W4ys to Town ; 
one to the right, whichi after ascending a conside- 
rable rise, is the best view in the Island. On look- 
ing back you have in view Mont Orgueil castlef 
with all its lofty battlements ; to the right you have 
the Prince's tower or La Hongoebie, mant^led with 
ita ivy sides and lofty tower, in front Noirmont 
Point, Port Regent, and the long blu^e sea furming a 
beautiful marine view. Although frqm Grouville 
the right road is interesting, the left through 9t. 
Clement is not less so. About a mile beyond, 
through an interesting country, is the village and 
church of St. Clement's, from which a bye road 
branchef to PonUc. There i^re a few houses on 
the beaoh, one of which is much frequented, from 
the accommodation afforded to parties % close to thU 
is a martello tower. These towers are very nume- 
rous round the Island, being placed wlierever the 
nature of the soil renders it acceasible to an enemy : 
they are constructed of stone, mounting from one to 
three guns. The coast hence is literally studded 
with rocks, extending half across the channel, and 
visible at low water for two or three miles out, ren- 
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deriiig the approach very daBgercyus to any wbp lire 
oot.thoroughly acquainted with their sifcuatioo, and 
the many strong currents aod eddies which they 
form; it was, however, on a ridge of these rocks 
termed Le llaoc de Violet, ruDDiog round La Rocqve 
point, the Sooth-Eastero angle of the Island, that 
the French, ander Rullecoart, effected their landing 
in the year 1781. From this part of the coast Sey- 
mour tower is a singular aod conspicuous object ; 
it is situated among these rocks at a distance of two 
miles from the. land at high water, bnt may be ap* 
proached on foot when the tide is low. It is of 
course often exposed to a very heavy stfa^ which, 
during the storms of winteri daahes against it with 
tremendofus power, and overwhelms it with spray 
and foam; It is occupied daring war by an officer*8 
guard» having charge of themilitary stores contained 
there. Near Pontac, a^ong the sea coast of this pa« 
rfsb. the people of both sex resort in parties daring 
the fine nights in summer, to oatch the sand eels, 
which they sometimes take ia great quantities, thos 
uniting profit with amusemeat, as there is always a 
constant sale for them In Town. Frjom this part of 
the coast and GrouviJle bay, the principal part oijf 
the fish is supplied which comes to the market. 
The church, is the.next thing we return to; it is a 
neat building, considering its antiquity, having a 
light spire in pretty good repair : near it are seve* 
ral good bouses, and the constant attendant of every 
church in tlie country, a public one. The principal 
houses on this road are chiefly concealed from the 
spectator's view by the outhouses dependant on 
theni being erected in front. About three quarters 
of i| mile from the church on the road to Town, is 
Sauqoarez Manor, the seat of the. Hammond family. 
Seigneur de Saumare«» The Manor house has been 
recently built on an extensive scale ; is situated at 
the end of a noble avenue on the right, the trees of 
which bear visible marks of their antiquity : it has 
a lawn and an extensive canal with fiih. Id this 
parish there is a small estate, which was bestowed 
by Charles the Second on the ancestor of the pre- . 
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sent pLToprietor, who was fishiog on the coast and 
had with him a grey horsd, on which he bad the 
honour of landing that Prince from the boat ^h'en 
6r8t he came to the Island. By the tenure' of this 
estate the owner is boaod) whenever the Ring comes 
to the Island, to provide a horse of the like colour 
for the same occasion. The pbpa-latioli of this pa- 
rish is but 1215 persons. 

St. saviour. 
St. Saviour. — On the summit of the hill stands 
St. Saviour*s church ; it was consecrated on the 80th 
JMay, 1154. Its cemetry, from its high situRtiou, 
is the favourite burial pla-ce of moat of the respect* 
able part of .the Engiish residing in St. Holier or 
its neighbourhood. It is the largest of the country 
churches, and, though the building is somewhat de- 
faced . by the bad taste displayed in many of the 
alterations and repairs it has undergone, it still 
possesses considerable beauty. Its situation is pic- 
turesque, and from the church -yard, which is or- 
namented with some fine and luxuriant trees, an 
extensive view, comprising the Town of St. Heiier, 
the bay of St. Aubin« and the rich scenery of the 
surrounding country, is obtained. At no great dis^ 
tance . from the church, on the same side, is the 
Aflanor house ; this property belongs lo the Poing- 
destre family. In one of the bye roads that leads 
towards the North of the parish, is the free sciiool 
of St. Manelier or St. Magloire, founded and endow- 
ed in the reign of Henry the Seventh, by JohnNeel, 
a native of the Island, and Dean of the chapel to 
Arthur, Prince of Wales. (See EndowmetU.) The 
number of scholars is usually not great. Near the 
school, at a spot calUd Les Lundes Pallot, there 
formerly stood a rocking stone of a large size, and 
so accurately balanced that it was moved with the 
slightest effort ; it was destroyed some years ago 
and broken up (or building purposes. The popula- 
tion of St. Saviour's parish is 2196 persons.

Ati9 of Parliaments in wbich Jfi*M^ is specially 
named, nave the force of Law in the Island, whe- 
ther transmitted and registered, or not. as will be 
seen by the following : — ** Previons to 1731, it was 
customary for the Acts of Parliament relating to the 
Islands of Jersey and Guernsey to be accompanied 
by an Order in Conncil, and prerious to 1806 it was 
an understood thing, tfiat not only the transmission 
but the registry of them should take place before 
the act could be enforced. At present, the trans ' 
mission by a C^lerk of Council suffices. Thus in an 
Order of Council, dated July 1st, 1731, and which 
accompanied an act of Parliament relating to the 
collection of Duties for the support of Greenwich 
Hospital was the following regulation :— 

*^ And 4t is hereby further ordered, that for the 
future, whenever any acts shall be passed in the 
Parliament of Great Britain relating to the Islands 
of Guernsey and Jersey, printed copies of such acts 
shall be transmitted by the Clerk of his Mnjesty's 
Priry Council as soon as conveniently may be to the 
Royal Courts of the said Islands, signifying to them 
at the same time his Majesty's pleasure to register 
and publish the said Acts, and to cause the same to 
be carried into due execution." 

And by an Order of Council of the 7th May, 1806,^ 
it was decided that ** The registration of a trans- 
mitted act of Parliament was not essential to its 
operation, and that if any inconvenience should 
arise from the want of such registration, the same 
should be imputable to the non-compliance of the 
Royal Court with his Majesty's Order to Register." 
By the following Order in Council, which accom- 
panied the Habeas Corpus Acts, it is questionable 
if even the transmission is essential to give force 
of law to an Act in which Jersey is named :—

Ap- 
peals to bU Majesty in CodAcil «ra aot allowed t^ 
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less than Twenty Poaods. Bail, agaiost the costs, 
must be entered into within 8 days, and the suit be 
prosecuted within six months, or the appellant for- 
feits J?5 to the Bailiff. By the rules of the Council 
board, all appeals from the Islands of Jersey and 
Guernsey are heard between the beginning of Raster 
and the end of Trinity Terms. If the inferior Court 
refuse the intervention of a party, an appeal does not 
lie to the fall Court ; a re Tision of the judgment of 
the inferior number can only be obtained by petition.

Arrests, — Persons expatriable, that is, not bound 
to the sdil by owning land' or houses, lare liable to 
arrest for bookdebt, bill, bond or rent, whether con- 
tracted in the Island or out of it ; the Sheriff can 
take either body or goods, as he thinks proper, 
but. cannot take both, unless the goods are first 
seized and found to be insufficient to satisfy debt 
and costs. . Money . found in the house, or lodged 
in a Bank can be arrested, but not money carried 
about the person, nor the working tools of an ar- 
tificer. Arrests for security on notes of hand not 
due, and rent accruing, are likewise made. If the 
debt be contracted .out of the Bailiwick, the ere- 
•ditor most follow the debtor, and sue him in per- 
son, or send a power of Attorney, or get some friend 
appointed administrator. ETidence of the debt by 
personal attendance of witnesses, or acknowledge- 
iDeot in writing, properly anthentioated, is neces- 
sary. Persons arrested, in default of bail, (either of 
one person of known landed property, or a deposit 
of the money,) are committed to prison. The debtor 
is brought up the next Court day, (generally on Sa- 
turday) ivhen the case is heard, and the arrest con- 
firmed or quasheid. If confirmed, the debtor is re- 



^ 
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raanded to prison until tb« debt is paid, togetlier 
witli tlie costs. In Ouemtep, by an Order in Coun- 
cil dated 13th May, 1832, which regalatfes the Law 
of Arrests, Bail» Costs, &o., no arrest of the person 
is permitted for any snm under S5 sterling ; and 
that in all cases founded <m affidavilt^ taken before 
the Bailiff, or before any one of the Jurats of the 
Royal Court, after a person has lived in that ^land 
a year and a day. All persons, whether fond^s eti 
heritage or not, are equally liable for debts due on 
Promissory notes, Bills of £xcbange» or other nego- 
ciableaecurities, twenty-four hours after arriral in 
that Island*— De Jersey, £sq. v. Mc*Lean, Esq. 

A%9ault, — Prosecutions cannot be maintained for 
assaults but by the eTidence of two witnesses ; the 
punishment is fine and imprisonment. If the com- 
plainant be joined with the Attorney General, a fine 
to the King is imposed without imprisonment, and 
civil damages are given for the benefit of the injnred 
party. A person charged with an assault is not only 
liable to be criminally tried for the ofienee by ni- 
ditement^ but can be sued for damages in a civil 
form, notwithstanding he may have been acquitted, 
or convicted and punished. In the case of ihkrHU^ 
v. Noel^t Godfrey and Duhamel, who were so sued. 
Counsel contended that his clients having been pub- 
licly prosecuted and acquitted, were not ngain 
amenable for the same offence. The Plaintiff's 
Counsel said the plea could not hold ; that there 
were two parties concerned, the public and the in- 
dividual sustaining the injury. He cited the case 
of Coutanche, who though acquitted by the endite- 
ment, had nevertheless been subsequently and suc- 
cessfully sued for damages in a civil form. He 
adverted to the same practice in France, and to the 
case of Paul Louis Courier. The Court rejected the 
'plea, and ordered the cause to proceedr

Aiictiomeert .require, no licence, nor is any duty 
payable b7 purchaaers on their lots ; but a tax to 
the poor of one pteaoy, called God*s penee, is 
charged and disposed of by the Auctioneer tu;cord» 
ing to his diseretiofl. 

Auihon and Pubiuhert should know thai the 
Act of Parliament concerning copy right has been 
lately registered in Jersey and 6nerns^y« and that 
any works published in England or elsewhere,cannot 
now be pirated here with impunity.. Books printed 
in the Island can be sent to England by paying Sd 
per lb. duty, at the CustomioHouse of the port at 
which they are landed. Publishers- require no li- 
cence. The 41 Geo. iii confirmed by the 64Geo.iii 
imposes a penalty of 3d per sheet* half to the King 
and half to the informer, on all persons wJio shall 
import from abroad or. f&print at home« without the 
consent of the proprietor,aQy work of which the term 
of the copyright is unexpired. Such contraband 
goods are alio forfeited to the proprietor and the of- 
fender liable to an action for damages. But the pe- 
nalty of 3d, per sheet is not recoverable unless the 
book has been previously entered in the register 
book of theStationer^s Company — English visitors to 
the Islandsi sbquld be cautious in carrying to Eng- 
land, the works of English Authors printed in 
France. U an aother print and publish abroad, and 
does not use diligence to be the first printer and 
publisher in England also ; any third person prncu- 
nng the work, iqay lawfully print and publish it ii\ 
^^6h^4.T^Bar and iCret 870. . , 
Satt^Axiy person possesMOg one or more qn^r- 
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ters of rent can bail another person for any aam ; is 
himself said to be free from arrest when the Court 
is not open, exceptiof for a note of hand. A person 
bailed upon anj arrest, ronst take care to present his 
Bail in Court, because aUhoiigh the baiied may ap* 
pear, he is still liable to the same as if absent unlets 
his bail is with him. 

Bailli or Bail\ff— The head Civil Officer* is ap- 
pointed by the Crown, and usually created a Roigbt; 
his salary and perquisites are supposed to be alto- 
gether nearly £2,000 per auuum. Ha presides at 
the Royal Court and at the sittings of the States. 

Baniruptt who have not surrendered to their 
Commission in England^ may be apprehended in 
Jersey by the Commissioaera* warrant, accompapied 
by an order from the Secretary of State. And if in 
actual custody in the Island for debt or otherwise 
can be removed by a writ of Habeas Corpus from 
the Court of Chancery^ Any moveable property ia 
the Island, belongiog to a Bankrupt, at the time his 
Commission was issued, is vested in the Assignee*. 
who can cause the same to b« seized.-- By a recejot 
decision, in the case of one Glossop, a picture dea- 
ler living at Brussells, it would appear that a per- 
son residing in Jersey, Guernsey, or any Foreign 
country, and trading in "EngXaxidi^ though only through 
an Agents by consignnieuts, virtually becomes a 
dealer and chapman in that country, and conse- 
quently subject to its Bankrupt laws. 

Battardt become legitimate offsprings in Law, 
if the Parents afterwards iuterntarry and acknow- 
ledge them, provided they were unmarried at the 
birth of such child or children ; but it is an unde- 
cided question, whether a sou so previously produced 
would inherit, in preference to one born subse- 
quently to the marriage. Women Strangers preg- 
nant of illegitimate children must give bail that their 
offspring shall not become chargeable, or quit the 
Island. 

Bigamy— li is supposed that there is no part of 
his Majesty's dominions, where Bigamy is sopreva- 
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lent as in Jersey and Guernsey, and it can only be 
accounted for from the fact, that the Criminal Law 
as practised in the Islands, does not recognise it as 
an crtfence^ and even if it did, it is supposed to be 
only in case both marriafc^s took place in their own 
JHriidietion, But it is seldom, if ever, a case of this 
kind occurs. Our bigamists have sufficient precau- 
tion to marry the second wife or husband, in a dif- 
ferent jurisdiction to the first. For instance, it is 
said a person may contract a first marriage in Eng- 
land, or elsewhere, a second in Guernsey, a third in 
Jersey, and a fourth in France, and vice versa, and 
in consequence of each country having separate 
Laws, and independent jurisdiction, put the injured 
parties at defiance to obtain redress in either of the 
two Islands. But this we doubt, for the Courts are 
bound to recognize the validity of Marriages abroad, 
if made according to the Lawa of those countries, 
and upon legal testimony of a plurality of wives or 
husbands both conviction and punishment must fol- 
low. Nearly 200 cases of Bigamy are well known 
in Jersey alone, some men having three wives, and 
some women 3 husbands. A man marrying a second 
woman during the life time of the first, may be in- 
dicted for bigamy, altho* his first wife has died 
since the second marriage. 

BiU$ 4-c.— Commercial travellers, and English 
Merchants, should embody in their Invoices, and 
notes of hand, '* British Sterling;*' otherwise, ihej 
cannot recover in the Court of Jersey, more than 
corrency. Promissory Bills payable in I^ondon or 
elsewhere, for ** Jersey currency :" cannot be re- 
covered in England . 

Bill of Sale is the best security on moveable pro« 
perty, if It be accompanied by possession : no act of 
renunciation, ran affect it. 

Brandyy Geneva and other spirits, may be im- 
ported into or exported from the Islands, provided it 
be in square-rigged vessels of the burthen of 100 
tons or i»pwards. 

Bread— Invariably sold by weight according to 
quality from i. to 2d. per pound. 
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Buicherg are not allowed to briog any meat into 
market after twelve o'clock. 

Catholic priests are paid an annual stipend by 
Governroent to preach to the Troops. 

Cause qfAelion^By the Law of Jersey as con- 
tained in the Graod Coustumier no man can be de- 
prived of a single shilling of his property without 
first a formal averment of the Cause of Action, and 
then strict proof by two witnesses. 

Centeniert originated from their anciently pre- 
siding' over 100 families, like the Conctable of hun- 
dreds in England. There are 2 in each parish who 
act as assistantfl to the Constable, and in his absence, 
the senior one performs his duty and represents him 
in the assembly of the States. The first is elected 
at the same time with the Constable, and the second 
about a week after. If the validity of the first be 
contested and the latter be sworn lotooflBce he takes 
precedence. They are elected by the rated inhabi- 
tants and the office is triennial. 

Charter- Partjf is a deed or pair of indentures 
containing the agreements between Merchants and 
Masters of Vessels. A Charter- Party of Freight, 
usually binds the Master to deliver the cargo in good 
condition at the place of discharge, according to 
agreement, and the master sometimes pledges ship, 
tackle, and furniture, for performance. 

Churchwardens —The week next after Easter the 
Minister and Inhabitants of each Parish annually 
choose two Churchwardens, diicreet men of good 
conversation and capacity. If they cannot agree iu 
the election, the Minister has the power to name 
one, and the Parishioners another, by a majority of 
voices. They are sworn on the following Court day 
and admonished of their duty, which is of a similar 
nature to that of English Churchwardens. Their 
accounts are audited in the Caster week before they 
Quit office, and signed, by the Minister and Chiefs of 
the Parish, and in case of ^controversy respecting 
them, the bean and Minister of the Parish with the 
Bailiff and Jurats determine the same. 
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CUmeur de Haro, (corrupted from Bon the name, 
by which Roilo, was called in French) was ipstitoted 
by the Dole of Norniaod j of that name, and meant 
to compel all who heard it to fij to the relief of the 
cQtclaimer, or to desfst from their illegal proceed- 
iof s. Thld custom which was Venerated nearly a 
thoiisand years, Ss nov# getting obsolete. It was 
4le«ided in the ease of Pinel t> Le Gallais, that the 
Clameur de Uaro does not apply to the oppoaal of 
the elecution of a decree of the Royal Court. 

ClerkB or 8exton6*^\re chosen by the Miiii^ter and 
<Ofafefs of the Parish. Must be of the age of twenty 
•ywrnh of good fife and conversation, able to read 
and write, and sing pdalms if necessarj. They re- 
ceiTe their salaries by contributions, either in dorn 
«# money. The office of Clerk to the parish of St. 
Heller is worth about £200 per annum. 

Coa/i imported from England may be exported to 
France and other foreign partt, on producing the 
cocket as a proof that the duty has been paid. If 
the master of a Tessel d^Uvers coals without the 
presence of a public meter, he is liable to a penalty 
at the suit of the Attorney General. 

Coifitn^-- Itia said there is no law for the punish, 
meat of coiners and utterers of the States specie. 

CeUeeiort o/ii/m«— There are two persons chosen 
for their known probity and iobriety in each parifth, 
in the same way as the Churchwardens, and with 
whom they act as sidesmen ; are sworn in Coon and 
acfount twice a year, at Easter and Michaelmas, as 
to th^r office before the Minister and Parishiobers. 
They are also called Diacres or Deacons. The office 
is hoao^ftble aad perpetual, not annual as in Eng- 
land. No Parish Officer has so near a relation to 
the Mioisler, 6n whom they are especially assistant 
«t the admiMstration of the sacrament. 

^ofitm^fTf^Eyery article of the growth, produce 
and manufacture of Jersey ,is admitted into England, 
on payment only of thC same duties as are imposed 
on similar commodities, grown, produced or manu- 
factured there. A proper certificate from the grower 
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tfttioo. 

Commiuiontn appointed by the King ta inqjoire 
examine and report apon alleged grievanceSy baTe 
in LhiUDfteJTes no leghlative anthority, 

CommilUe qfHceUlk'^By an Act of the States of 
the lOtb January,. ISdS* every persop ie bound to 
remove and carry away all nuisanceB 'witbin his 
property ia 24 hours after the first sumraoDS so to 
do, made by the Committee of the parish ; and the 
Committee of Health Ia empowered to take away 
8uch anisaace in case of refusal or nf gligence oa the 
pajpt of the proprietor of the groand where soeh 
nalsances are found, et sefaivt rwfboMt'ter le^Jrau 
par ledit ^roprieiqire, 

Concluuont of ike Kino's Law OfficevBr-lt is not. 
usual for the Court to go beyond the conclustoos of 
the Attorney-General, but one or two iiutanoes have 
beea known, where it has exacted, more from a pri- 
soner than was demanded for the Crown. 

CanttahU — One in each pariah, whose duty is si- 
milar to that of Mayor ia <;orporate tqwns in Eng- 
land. He is elected by the people, the office is 
triennial, and generally if well performed, is a step 
to the Magistracy. By virtue of his office, he has 
a seat in the States, in all parochial meetings, he 
takes precedence of a Jurat It is contrary to the 
spirit of the Law, and to (he Usages and practice 
adopted in the Island for ages, to admit a person to 
fill the office of Constable, er exercise the varioas 
duties of Chief of Police, unless he had been at the 
time of his Election^ a resident in the parish, for a 
year aad a day. 

ConttacU are conveyances of real property ; they . 
are prepared on parchment without stamp, by the 
attornies of the parties and enrolled in the Royal 
Court. 

Coroner is the Viscount er bis Deputy who holds 
inquests on all sudden and violent deaths, tbe ex- 
peaces of which must be paid out of the estate of 
the deceased, and if a pauper,by the parish ia which 
he dies. 
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Cofii— Foreign corn is imported free of daty,ware- 
hoasedancl exported to Eog^land, as a favourable 
opportunity may occur,either in ii#flnction of duty or 
alteration of price. 

Coiiric/f— Transported for three, fire, or seren 
years, at the expence of the States, if natives of 
Guernsey, to that Island, and all others to any port 
in England, which the convict shall choose, and 
there set at liberty. If they return before the expi- 
ration of the term, the sentence is in some cases 
commuted, in others increased, and the party whipt 
and sent back. It is said that there is no Lam which 
empowers the Comrt to transport nativea of this Is- 
land, or of any other foreign possession.to England. 
Persons convicted of robbery on the highway, are 
usually first imprisoned one year, the last 2 months 
on bread and water, have their property, ^oods and 
chatties, confiscated to the King or the Lord of the 
fief upon which the crime vas committed, ^nd at 
the expiration of their imprisonment, they are ba- 
nished from the Island for 7 years. Convicts 
do not forfeit their rights to any future acquired 
property as in England. 

Cour/s— The Royal Court is of cbartered jurisdic- 
tion, and Is of four distinct characters, called 
La Cour d*Heritage, La Cour de Catel, La Cour du 
Billet, and La Cour extraordinaire or du Samedi. 
The Cour d* Heritage held at two sessions in the 
year, admits of no causes but such as respect inhe- 
ritances. It opens usually on a Thursday, when the 
Governor, Bailli, Jurats, &c., enter the Court with 
the Royal mace. The Court must be full that day, 
nothing but sickness or absence from the Island 
excusing a Jurat's non* attendance. Seven consti- 
tute a Court. All Gentlemen holding Fiefs, Slc, 
must attend on pain of fine. The Court sits every 
Thursday following, till the end of the term. The 
Jurats assisting by turn, three at a time. La Cour 
de Catel is held for deciding disputes about chatties, 
arrears of rent, &c. These liist are cognizable for 
39 years back. Its chief business is the adjudica- 
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tioD of decrees. (Vide ReHonce»)^^Cnmih9L\s are 
tried, either in vacation or term time, scTen Jurats 
must attend if the crimes be capital, otherwise three 
are sufficient — La' Cour du Billet is a Subsidiary 
Court to assist the Coar de Catel, wherein matters 
of less moment, as arrests, distresses &c ; arrears not 
exceeding ten years^ are transferred to this Court. 
All causes are heard in order as they are set down 
in a billet or scroll affixed to the Court dour.— La 
Cour du Samedi or Saturday Court is another Sub- 
sidiary Court, but a branch of the former. It is io 
term time principally appointed for the King's 
causes, namely, rents due to the King, and those of 
the Jurats who are not tied to the common rules of 
billet out of terms ; it is for causes of brevity that 
will suffer no delay, as causes of navigation, con- 
tracts» breaches of peace, and others of daily occur* 
rence. Appointment of days for hearing causes be- 
fore a Full Court rests with the Bailiff'. 

Court no power to make Loirs-^The Master of the 
Rolls on pronouncing the judgment of the Privy 
Council, on an appeal from the Court of Jersey to 
that tribunal, in the case of Du Heaume v. parish of 
St. Ouen, declared that the Court <if Jersey cannot 
make a New Law, 

Crime on the High Seas— The 1. Geo. iv c 91, s 1, 
provides that the Crimes and Offences mentioned in 
43 Geo. iii c 58, committed on the high seas, out of 
the body of any county, shall be liable to the same 
punishment as if committed on land in England or 
Ireland, and shall be inquired of &c, as treason &c. 
are by 28 Hen. viii. 

Cutting and Maiming, — Subjects the offender to 
corporal punishment. 

Delinquencies in Military Duties-^The regular 
forces are tried by Court Martial ; those in the Mi- 
litia by the Royal Court, which in fact is a Military 
tribunal, inasmuch as nearly all the Jurats hold 
Commissions in the Militia. 

Denoncia/^urs— Officers of Justice appointed by 
the Crown on the recommendation of the Bailiff ; 
their number is unlimited. 
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Deputy Vi$coHtU"^Tke Viaoonjit or Skeriff lives 
10 Bngkuid, is appoioted by the Crown, and (we 
suppose by virtoe of his Patent) he appoints a 
Dtputyi who acts for him on all occasions. It iv 
more than qnestionable whether the Depoty ig 
amenable to the Jerteif Coart for his condact ; he, 
himself, has poblicly declared that he is not, and 
Ihis Tierw appears to coincide with the principle laid 
down in the Kiog'a Benclh in the case of Newland y 
Dtike <{/ Btai^fart, when the learned Conosels, 
Campbell and Creswell, contended ''that the Crown 
had oo prerogative to empower a subject to appoint 
a Deputy who tkould be reepenHble to ike pnhliefor 
the due dtaekdrge of the duties qf hie ogietJ^ The 
Court took time to consider the point, and after- 
wards affirmed it. If the Deputy cannot be made 
amenable to the Jersey Coort, it is quke clear that 
the Vieeounit cannot ioasmacfa as be lives ont of 
their jarisdtction I If tho Royal Gonrt of Jersey haar 
a fanctioaary amoni^ them, who can act in defiance 
of their orderSt the only remedy, for personal 
wrongs, arising from his conduct, it for the 
injured party to sue the Fiseouni in the Court of 
of King's Bench for damages, 

Deeeent — Descent or Inheritances are somewhat 
intricate ia Jersey. The custom of Gavelkind ex* 
ists here, but though it possesses equalization in 
principle, it operates very nneqaally in practice. 
By the Code of 1771, the eldest child, whether 
male or female (though it has been doubted whether 
the female has this preference only when there is no 
male child) in direct succession, is to have the- 
house with its appurtenances, together with thirty 
perches of ground for a kitchen garden ; and should' 
there not be above four vergeee more, the said eU 
dest to have the choice of four Tergeet, and after- 
wards of the tenth vergee of what may remain, lie 
has also other privileges, in order to enable him ta 
pay the rents due oo the Estate— after these have 
been arranged, the remainder of the property, whe- 
ther consisting of hooseS) lands, or rents, to be divi» 
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<led, belveen the said eldest aod tbe other inherU 
lors according to the ancient custom and praetieei qf 
the liland ; viz. two thirds among the aialea, ia- 
eluding tbe eldest, who now standi with the younger 
sons ; and oalj one third between all the daughtera 
howsoeter numorona. Nor must the portion of any 
daughter exceed, that of the younger son ; flo that if 
in a family of ten children tber« should be fi?e or 
six daughters, the respectiYe portion of each daugh* 
^ert would, prpbably be a mere trifle. The inheri* 
tors or their representatives cannot raise any pre* 
teosioQ to a division if there be bo claioi within forty 
years. The valua of tbe lands to be divided, is 
made by six appraU^rs api^nnted at a Parish Meet* 
ing. 

Z>e«ts«-^In the Code of 1771 do mention is made 
of the .portion due to widows. Though a man may du- 
ring his life alienate any part of his fortune, whe- 
ther real or personal, yethi« widow, who in all legal 
documents retains her maiden name and even her 
appellation of DemoiscUe ^c^ has a life interest in 
one third part pf all landed estates or rents,of which 
her husband was possessed by iaberiftance in direct 
•uecessipn. The other two thirds o^which he may 
have been possessed » fall to his heirs at law, but 
this disppsition he cannot in any respect alter. 

With regard to personal property, a man may if 
he please, devise one third to whom he will ; his 
widow will have a right to another third ; and the 
heirs at law to the remaining third. The personal 
Batata thus divided, becomes, tbe absolute property 
of the parties, to whom the portions fall. 

jUowr^— The wife's portion of her husbands pro- 
periy, filhich he possessed at. his marriage is one 
third. He can sell none of such property without 
her consent, and her claim holds good against his 
estate in bankruptcy as well as after his death. The 
wife has no controul in property acquired by her 
husband subsequent to marriage. Furniture, plate 
and linen are considered as belonging to. the wife. 
A widower eojoya at his wifes death, if there have 
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been cbildreni her real estate until he marries again, 
but it then reverts to her next of Icin, as it does if 
there has been no issue. 

DoleMnce -By the code of 1771 a Doleance or 
complaint to the King, may be preferred by an 
aggriBYed party in any cause on the fefnsal by a full 
Conrt of an appeal to His Majesty in Council. 

Bleetiong for Jurats, Constables, Centeniers, and 
other public officers, formerly took place in the pa- 
rish Church, on a Sunday immediately after the 
morning serfice, but the day has been altered to 
Tuesday, and instead of the votes being given at the 
Church, they are given in the towns of St. Helier 
and St. Aubin, at the Public Market-Place, and at 
the Military Sheds in the other parishes. The votes 
are taken by the Jurats appointed by the Court* 
Parish Officers are elected at the Parish Meeting. 

EmbezzUmefU'—PenonB defrauding their employ- 
ers, and who abscond to Jersey, can be proceeded 
against only for a *' Civil debt." 

Evidenct-^Bona Jide^viva voce examination, is re- 
sorted to only in cases of comparatively minor im- 
portance ; whenever the life of a fellow creature 
is at stake, the examination of witnesses takes 
place, on written interrogatories. In criminal 
cases, the witnesses are examined separately at 
a private sitting of the Court, in the presence 
of the Crown Lawers, and the prisoner's Counsel. 
The 4)aestions and declarations of the witnesses, 
are then taken down in writing. 

Exemption ffm MUiiaty Duly—By the 37th 
clause of the Military code, the Magistrates, King*s 
Officers and Rectors are alone exempt from service. 
Persons claiming exemption from active duty in the 
ranks, owing to bodily infirmity, must have a certi- 
ficate from the medical board, approved of by his 
Kxcellency the Lieut.-OoverBor. 

Exetptionahle Jurats (related to a party,) may be 
made competent to try the same, by the consent in 
writing of all persona concerned. Wlien a certain 
number of JuraU are excepted against from giving 
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judgment, the case is to be decided by the remaitiiag 
Jurats. 

Expeneen of Litigalion-^By an order of Council of 
2od June 1786, His Majesty was pleased to order 
** that in cases where the whole legislative body is 
attacked, or where the whole shall find it expedient 
to appoint an agent to represent their common con- 
cerns to his Majesty, it shall be lawful for them to 
raise such reasonable sums by an act of the States, 
as may be necessary for such purposes." 

Execvtiona—lf Capital, are only for murder & are 
very rare, but when they take place, the culprit is 
obliged to walk with a halter round his neck from 
the Prison to the place of exeeuiion, which is up a 
steep hill, called Gallows Hill, at the extremity of 
the town. The Governor has no power to suspend 
the execution of a sentence till the King's pleasure 
be known. W henever capital punishment is inflicted 
on a prisoner, or he is sentenced to the pillory or 
banishment for 6 or more years, hit estate, real and 
personal is forfeited to the Crown, or lord of the 
manor. 

Expences of Proteeution — Every complainant on 
assault must pay his own expences of Advocate, &e. 
but in cases of robbery, prosecutions are conducted 
at tiie suit of the Crown. 

£jrporU— Persons purchasing fruit, cider, pota. 
toes, cattle, corn, &c. &c., intended for exportation 
to Great Britain, must obtain an affidavit from every 
farmer that it is the growth of the Island, otherwise 
such produce will be liable to a seizure in Eiigland. 

Fast Dajfs, if appointed by the ecclesiastical or 
civil Court, or by the States, may be observed only 
at the option of the Public : no penalties for viola- 
ting the sanctity of a Fast- Day can be enforced, un- 
less provided for by Act of Parliament or Order in 
Council. 

Felo-dese, -^18 followed by conflscation of prope- 
ty, and the body is buried like that of a brute. 

Fixiures^Eyery thing erected by a'^^naut is con- 
sidered a fixture. Special agreement with the Land- 
lord in writing, is necessary for their removal. 
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FiV/f~There are four Fiefi or ManorB in the Is- 
land of Jersey, originally granted by the Crown un- 
der different tenures. They are those of St. Ouen, 
Rosel, Samarez« Trinity and Meleches, and the gen- 
tlemen holding them are usually called by the 
names of their Seigneuriet M, de St, Ouen^ Sfe, 
They all owe suit at Court by attendance annually 
at the three sessions of the Cour d'Heritage, and ne- 
glect for four sessions renders the Fief subject to an 
Escheat to the Crown. Should the holder of the 
Fief be a minor, the King is to become his guardian 
and to receive an annual sum for the Trusteeship. 
After the business of each Cour d'Heritage the 
King*s receivers give a handsome entertainment to 
the Lieut. Governor, the members of the Court and 
the Gentlemen holding Fiefs. The Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor attends at each Cour d'Heritage with a mili- 
tary Guard of Honour. As specimens of the services 
of the Fiefs, these two are subjoined. Seigneur de 
Si, Ouen is bound to serve our Lord the King in 
time of war in the said Island at the Castle of Go- 
rey, at his own expence and costs, for the space of 
two parts of forty days, himself one at the Three, 
with horses and armour. Seigneor de Rozelf that 
should our Lord the King come unto the said Island 
to meet our Lord the King, on his-horse, on his ar- 
rival, in the sea, up to the girths of his horse ; and 
in the same manner to conduct him on his depar> 
ture, and whilst the King remains in the Island, to 
be his Butler and to have the usual emoluments. 

Floating Sea FVeed, may be collected at any hour 
except Monday morning before sun rise. 

Forestalling— By an act of the States of July, 
1832. — Article 1. It is prohibited for any person to 
forestall any article which shall be intended 
for,and on its way, to be exposed for sale at Market, 
or to offer to buy, or agree for the price of any such 
article, or until it shall have arrived at the Market, 
for the purpose of being sold there on the iame day, 
^u V ***® penalty often livres, to be paid as well by 
the buyer as the seller.— Article 8. It is likewise 
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prohibiied to b«y any article withis the Markel, on 
Saturday, er WedDesdey, fleeb, lard aed fruit ex- 
empted, fer 4be purpose of exposiag it for tbe tame 
dfiyi in the said Market or its eayiroas, under the 
peaalty «f ten Hrreg to be paid by such re-«e)ler. — 
Article S« Tbe said fiaes shall be levied immediate] v 
by«tbe Viscount, or one of the Ceoteniers of St. Ho- 
sier, or by the Inspector of tbe Market; and sbalL 
be proceeded for by seizure and tale ia case of noa 
payment. 

FUking BoaU-^Uy a late regulation of his Ma- 
j«s4y*s Qustoais, no fishing vessel arriving in Eitf • 
land from Jef Bey, can have on board, ai tbe time of 
her arrj»»l« more than one gallon and a half of Spi- 
rits, two poands of Tobacco, and other stores, the 
duty OB which does not exceed five shillings for the 
usoof the whole excise. All above that quaotity^ 
.fottDdoa boardt will be sent to the Cuslom house, 
for the duty to be paid thereon. 

Fct^ertf is punished on^ly as a fraud, by imprtsoa- 
socptr whmiBg or baaishmoTii. lo iai4 apersce 
found gailty of tbe crime was seateoeed to tbo pil- 
Vpryi and had the end of bis right tear cut ofiT. For- 
gery on the. Bank of £nglajidr or Government tseoo- 
rity^ atd couoterfeiiing the oain of the Bealra, «fe 
triable in EnglainL 

Forma PsvperU—Per»o\/a$ can proceed in forma 
pav^ris, on .application to the l^ailifi'or his Lieu- 
teoaat, who f^points an Advocate to conduct ibeir 
cause, and as appeal te his Majesty ip Council ecu 
likewise be prosecuted in the sane way, by a spe- 
cial aRplicaUon to their Lordships. 

Fur <ittwr«'- Persons coming to the Islands froii 
Eag^andt Scojtland or Ireland, shonld enter a List 
of their Purmture, &c. at the Custom House where 
they embark, a&d keep a copy of such entry, &c., 
without which, their goods on being taken bac^, 
will be liable to be seized for the paymeiit of. tbe 
same duties, dhc. as Foreign manufacture. Persons 
are reoommended to import their Furaifure* Ae. 
through, the Htme Custom House as it was exported* 
to prevent delays and cxpeaces. G 
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Gftfme— Any person has the right to sport irith gun 
and dogs without licence, bat is liable to action for 
trespass from those oyer whose lands he may pass. 
Gr^'Ofice-^^* Orders for bringing in and for the 
safe-keeping, as well of all eyidences belonging to 
His Majesty, as also of all eyidences whatsoever 
concerning the public estate of the Isle of Jersey ; 
made and set down by us Sir Robert Gardiner, 
Knight, and James Hussey, Doctor of Laws, His 
Majesty's Commissioners 1608. 
** Whbrbas there hath been divers and snndrie 
complaints exhibited unto us, as well by the Bailly 
and Jurats as by his Maje8ty*s Procureur, shewing 
that both his Majesty's evidences, as extents, rentals 
with such like, and the charters, decrees, court- 
rooles, and other muniments, eseripts and actes of 
the Royal Court are not soe safely and orderly kept 
as they ought to be, in some certain place or office, 
whether all men, to whom it shall appertaine, may 
resort to see and perose them as their need shall 
require ; and for that it is likewise complained that 
many of them haye been, and are yet, dispersed 
into the hands of sundrie as weil of Justices as 
others, being but private persons and not sworn to 
the eommon good of the Isle, soe that as well as the 
records and writings appertaine to the Royal Court 
of Justice, as alSo the evidences aforesaid concern* 
ing his Majesty, are in danger to be torn, raised, 
corrupted, and defaced or lost, which if it should 
bappen, would greatly tend to the prejudice, hinder- 
ance, and detriment of his Highnesse and of all his 
well-disposed subjects within this Island, for avoid- 
ing all which, and the like incouyenicncy or mis- 
chief, which thereof hereafter ensue, we doe by the 
consent of Sir John Peyton the now Governor, and 
the Bailly, and jurates,appointe, order and decree as 
folio weth.

tices, for the best preservation of bis Migesty*s 
rights upon any occasion, soe that on the change of 
every Goreroor his Majesty may know what evi- 
dences he may justly chalenge of their executors, 
and where to finde a true note of the same. 

II. — That all evidences and public records, con- 
oeroing the public state of the Island, shall be 
brought in and delivered to the Bailly and Justices 
by the time aforesaid, and upon like paine of five 
pounds to be levied by tb« said Bailly and Justices, 
and the Officers appertaining to the Court, which 
evidences we require to be by them safely kept in 
their common chest or treasury, under three strong 
locks and keys, the which one shall always be kept 
by the Bailly, one other by the chief Jurat, and the 
third by the Greffier. 

III.— That it shall not be lawful for the Bailly or 
any of the Justices, or for any other person what- 
ever, to take away any of the said evidences, out of 
the said chest or treasure, into his owoi ciistody, to 
be seen or copied out, or for any other purpose 
whatioever, without the consent of the Bailly and 
seven of the Jurats at least and that only to shew 
for some public good or necessary use concerning 
the state, or the poore inhabitants of the said I«Tand. 

IV. — If any nan for his private use or satisfac- 
tion, shall desire to see the said evidences, or any 
of them, that then he either shall do it in the pre- 
sence of the keys keepers or their deputies, or else 
a true copy thereof, by them appointed, or by order 
of the Court, shall be transcribed by the Greffier, 
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and by him delivered with true teetie or coneordat. 
signifying that it doth agree with the original of 
that which is tranarribed, to the party desiring the 
same ; the said party contenting and paying to the 
Greffier for his paine a« by the Bailly and Justices 
aball be appointed.* . 

V.—In case any of the keepers shall be sick, or 
out- of the island, or soe detained, his keye aad the 
iMe thereof shall be requisite and needful, that then 
it shall be lawfiil utfto him, for the tiraeonley and 
not longer, to leave hi« keye with the Jurat that is 
next in ofder and degree, onto him a^oordiag to the 
course and manner of the sitUag in the Royal 
Court ; and if the Baiily happen upon the like oc- 
casion to be absent, then he shall teate the same 
with his LieuteDant fov the tinse being. 

VI.— That those acte-books and Court rooles only 
whidi hare been made since the last twenty years, 
whereof there may be necessary use, and dayly use, 
shall be set apa]|t in a public chest in the treasury, 
whereof the OrASer ooley shall have the custody 
and keeping, and shall not take or carry, or suffer 
t9 be taken or carried, at any time out of the public 
chest or treasury any of the said actes, books, or 
Court roolles, but shall deliver a true copy of any 
thing in them contained whensoever any shall re- 
quire it, receiving for his paine the fees aecustomed. 

VII.-r.Tfaat there shall be a catalogue alphabetti- 
eally made of soeh evideaces as ooncern the Isle, 
wherein shall be set down a note of the Kings, in 
whose lives they were made or granted, and of the 
persons or matters in them contained* 

VIII.— That there shall be a boek,called/or known 
by the name of a |jedger<>baok, well bound, wherein 
the Greffier shall write or cause to be written^ true 
copy of the extent and of all the said evidences, 

* Persons goiag lo the Greffe-Office to eearefa for 
end peruse ooiy, public deouoifats, are eharged by Ike 
Grefler according to timatfccupied, aod all ceples or 
trasBcripts are charged according to their leagtb. 
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which book ftfaall remain with the Hailly for the 
time being ; unto which boolie in the end thereof, 
an index or repertory shall be added, concerning the 
principal matters of the said book, and in what leaf 
of the book the same are written. 

IX.— And beeanse the making and finishing of 
this'liook will require more labour than may be 
conveniently done and effected by the Grefier, as 
we verily suppose, we doe therefore wish the Bailly 
and Justices, to assign and join some other unto 
him, whom they shall think most fit for the expedi- 
tion of this service. 

X.— Lastly, we order that if the Governor, his 
Majesty*s Procureur or Advocate, or any of his Ma- 
jesty's officer's, shall have necessary occasion at any 
time for any cause whatsoever concerning his Ma- 
jesty, to search for, see, or coppy, out of any of the 
evidences aforesaid, this shall be allowed unto every 
of them without paying any fees for the same, soe 
that all other points and circumstancer in our or- 
ders aforesaid set down for the safe keeping of the 
said evidences be duely kept and observed. 

Governor and LiVtit.-Gfovfmop.— By their oatht of 
office, swear with all their understanding and power 
to defend and protect all the liberties, dignities, 
laws, customs and privileges of the Island.

Harbour MoiUr ia appointed by the States ; his 
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•alary is worth ^oitt i^500 to iP0OO per bDnam, 
arisiofi; from lid per ton on the^vessels and a pound- 
age of 6 per cent on the Harbour dues and pilotage. 

Harbour PenaUitt^PersoM landing cattle from 
France without giving notice to the Harbour Master 
are liable to a penalty of 1000 liyres. There are 
about I4y000 beasts slaughtered annually in the Is* 
land. 

HawkerB and Pfdleri—'Stt licence is required by 
Hit Majesty's Subjects, but Foreigners must obtain 
permission of the Bailiff for which a trifling charge 
Is made. 

Highways — The repairs of the public roads of the 
Iftland are by an Act of the States dated the I8th 
April 1818, managed by a Committee in each parish 
composed of the Constable and three principal in- 
habitants* and with whom the States, the King's 
Officers, and the Greffier, have right to assist. The 
Constable with two others, are competent to act. 
Two inspectors are also chosen for each Yingtaine. 
All these Officers are elected for three years, at 
Parish Meetings conrened by the Constable by ad* 
Yertisements, in the first or second weeks of Nov., 
and attend at Court to be sworn on notice from tbe 
Constable, on pain of fine for non-attendance or re- 
fusal to be sworn. In ca«e of death or removal from 
the Parish, another is chosen and sworn in his place 
for the remainder of the term. The Committee and 
Inspectors risit the roads, order repairs, materials, 
Ac, asd the latter are bound to obey the directions 
of the former. The Committee are invested with 
great and general powers. The Constable has the 
power to assemble the Committee and Inspectors as 
often as circumstances require, and they are subject 
to fines for non-attendance. The funds are from 
rates. and the Inspectors are to 'keep a list of the In- 
habitants of their Viogtsines who are liable to con- 
tribute towards them. They make op their accounts 
annually in the month of November, produce them 
to the Committee and then to the Parish Assembly ; 
when allowed ihey are pli^oed in the handj of the 
Ureffier, where they may be seen. 
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HwlituUural and AgrifuUvral Socieiy ^The 
States on the 7th April 18^4, ma^e a grant to tbia 
Society ip ihe fpUowiog terms. 

*' It appearing by a certain petition presented to 
the States t>y tbe ConataJble of the parish of St-Pet^r, 
that a Society of Agricultore and Horticoliare is es- 
tablished in this Island, the object of which is lo 
eicite the public interest towards a spirit of indas- 
try and emulation, tending to the eocopragemept, 
amelioration, and ptrfertiop of Agriculture, tbe 
br^'ed of cattle and domestic econoaiy, the eultiya- 
tiop of tbe soil and improTement in farms and cot- 
tages, as well as to stimulate th^ ^eftli activity and 
good conduct of servants and labourers employed ia 
tbe service of members of tbe said Society;tbe States 
cooTinced that such an establiabmeivt would essen- 
tially contribute to the prosjperity of tbe country, 
aqd designing to co-operate m the advancement of 
aacii praise worthy objects of the said Society, have 
difffifoted their Treasurer to pay annually U>tbe Trea« 
surer of tbe said Society, tha sum of One Hupdred 
Pounds BterUag«oo eondition that tbepublip are ad- 
mitted to compete for the prizes of the said Society « 
and thai Forty Pounds aterling be appropriated out 
of that sum as salary to a veterinary Surgeon. 

Huiband and fVifi'-The Court is not competeat 
to dissolve a marriage by Uivoret under any circum- 
stances, whether they he, di>ability« i\l temper, or 
adultery : The husband cannot be relieved from the 
naiateoaace of bis wife* BotwithstaQdi«g their «e- 
yaratioa. lyorcan be bastardise her children though 
she lived in open adultery, unless by legal processi 
9^nd proqf thttt it wa9 phifii^aUjf inpQffWe that h9 
could be the father oftkewl If a man marry a widow, 
he is liable to the payment of those debts only which 
were contracted by her during her widowhood, 
and a husband ia not liable, after the death of bis 
wife to the payment of a debt c;aptraeted by her, 
before their marriage. A widowcanaot recover the 
debts due to the eatate of her intestate busb^ad, un- 
less she has admiaistered. If any bastards be sworn 
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to thebasband, and be lives by bis wife's labour, or 
on property in ber right, not hating been teparated 
quant aux biens, sucb property is liable for tbeir 
maintenance. 

Imports— k\\ exciseable articles enteral at tbe 
Custom- House in England, may be taken back again 
by refunding tbe drawback and paying the incidental 
expences. 

/mpot—Persons who come to settle here either as 
Publicans or Venders of Wines and Spirits, must 
take care that the Impot or duties have been paid, 
on the goodt they import, otherwise they are liable 
to be seized and tbe owner fined. The Impot 
amounts to about £11,000 per annum, tbe agents, 
for collecting which formerly received a commission 
of 4 per cent, but now, the principal, receives £120, 
and the assistant ^80, per annum. 

Inquest* in sudden and accidental deaths are held 
on a mandamus from the Chief Magistrate, by the 
Fiteomte and 12 Jurors who are summoned by him ; 
whoever he choses for the service is compelled to at- 
tend, but' each person can demand 2s. 6d. for his 
time. 

Insanitp—VeTBonB although insane are responsible 
for their civil acts in the eye of the Law, until the 
Royal Court upon the certificate of 8 medical men, 
and at the request of the nearest relations, shall ap- 
point a Curateur or Guardian the expenses attend- 
ing, which are about ^12. 

Insolvents— PenoDS discharged in England under 
the Act for relief of Debtors, cannot in person nor 
property be made liable by the Royal Court for 
Debts contracted in the Island, provided such debts 
were inserted in their schedules. 

Interest— The legal interest of money is fire 
percent. Simple contract debts bear no interest 
until after judgment has been given. Special debts 
such as Bills of Exchange and Promisory notes after 
they have been protested, or even noted, carry inte- 
rest, unless they were made payable in Outmseyf 
where no interest is allowed. Bills and other obli- 
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^tioDS dated previout to Sept 1, 1834, though for 
Jersey currency, will bjr an net of (he States, of 
April 7, 18S4, carry interest in British Sterling. 

Inletiate8~^Tbeir personal property is divided 
eqaally when there are only tons, or only daughters: 
but when there' are both, the sons are entitled to two 
thirds and the daughters to the remainder. 

Inttrventton — When the interrention of a third 
party by remonstrance is refused, it is not usual for 
the Court to make an act of the same. 

Jews — Marriages if solemnized in Jersey, only ac- 
cording to their rituals, are not recognized by the 
Royal Court; hence such a married woman has 
no claim in law upon her husband, while he lires 
in the Island, th«refore her children are illegitimate. 

Juratt — Every Jurat must be a British Subject, 
but not necessarily a native of the Island nor a pro- 
testant of the Chtirch of England. They are chosen 
for life, unless they forfeit their right by an impro- 
per behaviour in their office, in which case they can 
be dismissed by an Order in Councjl. No persoos 
are rendered incapable of that magistracy but such 
as are bakers, brewers, or vintera ; which inhibi- 
tion arises from the nature of their occupation, and 
not that of their quality. They have no fee or re> 
ward. A person who has been dismissed from the 
office of Constable is not necessarily inelligible to 
fill the office of Jurat. By an Orde/ in Council 15th 
July 1813, it is declared. * That no person should 
be elected to the office of Jurat who. in addition to 
the qualifications established by Law, is not farther 
qualified by education, character and situation, for 
the discharge of so great a trust,* and by anotherOr- 
derin Council of July 11, 1778, *■ persons who have 
been elected to the office of Jurat can be compelled to 
take the oath and discharge the doties thereof.' On 
admission to office Ihey take the following oath, 
*•* You swear and promise-— that you will admini«ter 
good and prompt justice, equally to the rich as well 
as to the poor, without regard to persons, according 
to the laws, Cu8tomS| and usages of this Island, con- 
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irmeid by odr pritilefes, mftintahi tlietti tog«(iier 
with our Hb^rties Mid fraBohieas and opposing yoar- 
self to irhoibAoever would attempt to iofriDge them." 

JurUs-^E/tery erimiDftl accusation 10 first exa-

JntiidietUn^lt has h^mx mwiBtaiaed that the 
Court is not competent to tak« eoga4zaoc« of Crimes 
committed m Quemsey, if the oMhders be appre- 
hended in Jersey ; nor hav^s they power to remove 
them to the other Island to abide by the Law of the 
Country, where the offenee' was coriimitted. But 
Felons who commit an ofibaee la either Island pro- 
rided it be completed in England, to which country 
they escape, can be tried there, as was the case at 
the Lent Dorset Assizes of 18311, when George 
Prowes indicted for stciaiing wearing Apparel, the 
property of Thomas Cundy, of Bi, Helier, J^rtep, 
was convicted and sentenoeKi to be traosported for 
7 ySars. 

Jurisdittion qf th§ King^t BmcA— If any part of 
an offence be completed in Middlesex, though the 
rest were committed abroad, an indictment lies in 
that Court, Cast.

Letire de Cachet — A kind of Writ, granted by the 
Bailiff, for half a crown, by which a stranger may 
be -arrested by his creditor for any sum not less thaa 
four pence half- penny. 

Libel and Slander are not prosecuted by in- 
dictment, but the aggrieved may either proceed with 
the King's Procureur, in which case the defendant, 
if found guilty, may be mulcted in a fine to the 
King, and damages to the prosecutor ; or an action 
may be brought on the case for civil damages alone, 
tn either case, the defendant may plead a justifica- 
tion in bar of the action. 

' Limitaiion*^ Actions for assaults, menace, &c., 
must be within a year and a day. Ten years is the 
term of limitation, on actions for simple contract 
and special debts. 

LunalicSf or those who are considered incapable 
of managing their own affairs, may be deprived of 
the administration of their property, ' by an order of 
the Court, which, however, is not granted until in- 
capacity is fully proved by six principal people, in- 
habitants of the same parish, and competent to form 
a judgment. A Curator is then chosen by seven of 
the nearest relatives of the lunatic, Who are equally 
responsible with the person to whom the trust is 
committed, for the proper administration of the es- 
tate. A commission of lunacy from the Lord Chan- 
cellor^has force in the Jslahd, especially if the Inna-

For it is 
the peculiar busioeis of the Court of KiDg*s Beoch., 
to superintend all inferior tribunals, and therein to 
inforcethe due exercise of those judicial or ministe- 
rial powers, with which the Crown or legi8lat,^rfe 
have invested them, and this is not only by restrain- 
ing their excesses, but also by quickening their ne- 
gligence, and obviating their denial of Justice. 

Manufactured Goods —By the 9 Geo. IV. c. 76 no 
goods prohibited to be imported into the United 
Kingdom from abroad, can be imported from the Is- 
lands of Guerrueif, Jersey^ Aldemeyy Serk or Ma^^ 
although the Manufacture of these Islands, if the 
IMaterihls of which such Goods be made, are the 
produce of a Foreign Country. 

Markei— Regulations touching the Old Catlte Mar- 
ket^ by the Committee of the Markets^ Feb, 21, 1834. 
— The Committee having met by virtue of the A^t of 
the States of 21st January, 1834, by which they had 
^placed at the disposal of the Committee of Markets, 
the Slaughter-Houses and the Cattle Market therein 
mentioned, and had charged the said Committee to 
prepare regulations touching those establishments 
and relative to the disposal of the Old Cattle Mar- 
ket,* recommend to the States to establish provi- 
sionatly the following rules, and to authorise the 
said Committee to make such changes as to places 
which shall be assigned to the venders of merchan- 
dize trom time to time as experience shall render 
useful and necessary :-~ 

].— The new Cattle Market shall be open to the 
public from Saturday the 19th April 1834. 

2. — The old Cattle Market thall be open to the 
public, Wednesdays and Saturdays for the sale of 
potatoes, shrubs, vegetable plants, pigs^ oysters abd 
such other merchandize as the Committee shall 
judge proper. 

3. — No person shall be allowed to sell the mer- 
chandize mentioned in the foregoing article in the 
present markets Wednesdays or Fridays, nor retail 
them at any time in the streets of the town of St. 
Helier, under a penalty of two livres.* h2 
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4. — Carts laden with the said merchandize shall 
be allowed to enter ihe old Cattle Market, but they 
shall not remain a longer time than is necessary for 
the sale of the same, under a penalty of two livres 
for every contrayention. 

6. — Foreigners shall not expose their merchandize 
for sale on Satardays, in any other place than the 
Potatoe Market, and shall take no other places than 
those which shall be allotted to them by the compe- 
tent authorities, under the penalty mentioned in Ar- 
ticle 3. 

0.— The Viscount, Constable, and Centeniers of 
the parish of St. Helier, and the Inspector of Mar- 
kets shall have the same rights of Police in the Po- 
tatoe market. Cattle market and Slaughter housea, 
a4 they possess in the present markets. 

7. — Penalties shall be levied summarily by one or 
more of the Public Officers mentioned in article 6 
and shall be applied for the benefit of the Markets. 

MUitafy Cauia — Are heard out of term. The 
Court can impose fines for neglect of duty, and can 
proceed to imprisonment. . 

Military Duty^ Exemption o/" .-—Persons claiming 
exemption from military duty«roust have a certificate 
from the Medical Board approved by his Excellency 
the Lieutenant Go?eroor. The Medical Board is 
composed of a medical officer from each Regiment, 
which meets at the district of each corps respec- 
tively. 

Military Finglenier, a Messenger, whose duty it 
to collect all fines for noo attendance at Militia drill, 
and generally to warn the men and attend to what 
relates to service within the parish. He has a com- 
miisjoo on the fines of 3d. each. 

Militia Finet-^The 4th article of the militia re- 
gulations enjoins that a fine be levied on all indivi- 
duals serving in the militia, who absent themselves 
from drill, &c., without a sufilcient excuse, and the 
first article entrusts the Colonels with the duty of 
seeiog that all persons within the prescribed ages 
perform their perfonal service, hence fines incurred 
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for absence from drill, Ac. can only be remitted on a 
sufiicient excuse, the yalidity of which the Colonels 
are to jadge. All Absentees without leave from 
Regiments at their annul inspection are not only 
fined for that default, but required to attend the 
fj^eneral parade for his Excellency the Lieutenant 
Governor's inspection. 

Militia Order s-^Theae are issued by the Lieut. 
Governor and have the tame forse as statute Law, 
provided that they do not contravene any previous 
Law of the States sanctioned by Council. By the 
code of Laws the Lieutenant Governor has the power 
of granting commissioas, and by aa order of the 
Prince Regent in Council of the 26th April ISlT^tbe 
Governor or his Lieutenant has the power of grant- 
ing and annulling commissions, and by the 38th 
clause of the Military Code many offices having 
been abolished, those who had obtained commissions 
to act in the same, were compelled to serve as pri- 
vates in their respective districts. In the case of 
George Hooper, Esq. during the Governorship of 
General Don, the Lords in Council decided that 
the disposal of all commissions being a branch of 
the executive of the rojal prerogative,belonged to the 
King alone, and the Governor or Lieut. Governor be- 
ing the immediate representative of his Majesty,had 
the right to grant or to cancel commissions in the 
militia,for those commissions, like all other military 
commissions, only subsisted during the King's plea- 
sure. In the case of Charles Le Gresley a private 
of the 4th Regt. of Island Militia, the Court (May 2, 
1 882 J decided he was not subject to answer an 
action of the King*s Advocate against him, for fines, 
for not attending the regular exercise as belonging 
to the 6th Regiment. His Excellency had changed 
by a Militia Order, the number of the ^t. Helier's 
Battalion ; he bad made that the 5th and the South 
East Regt. the 6th. The Court did not recognise 
bis Authority in this matter ; consequently his Ex- 
cellency cancelled the order as follows:—'' G.M.O. 
It appearing by a late decision of the Royal Court, 
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that any change in the appellation or nnmbering of 
the Regiments composing the Royal Militia of this 
Island, can only be legally authorised by an Act of 
the States confirmed by an Order of the King in 
Cooncil ; the General Militia Order of the Sd March 

1831, his hereby cancelled, and the distinctive de- 
nomination previously borne by the several Militia 
Corps respectively, is to be continued until further 
orders. By command of his Excellency. 

H. Touzel, Inspector of Militia.*' 
By a General Militia Order, dated 31st Janaary, 

1832. NoU'Coromissioned Officers are still to belong 
.to their corps, notwithstanding their removal from 

thcvparish by change of residence. 

Militia Rate qf Arms ^By an Order in Council 
dated the 17th March 1771, entitled '' Rules for the 
Militia,** it is declared, that there shall be a rate of 
arms made in each parish of the Island, in order 
that all persons who are obliged to contribute to the 
public charge, should furnish arms and accoutre- 
ments according to their means. Those who carry 
arms for others shall receive from them five sols 
each day, that there is a general or colonel drill, or 
mounting guard for 24 hours. 

Militia Regimentt^U the Gorernor, Lieutenant 
Governor or Officer, commanding in this Island by 
special commission from his Majesty, shall judge it 
expedient for the benefit of the service, he shall have 
the power to form the different detachments of Ar- 
tillery under the command of such Colonel or other 
Officer as he shall judge most proper, and to form 
the militia regiments from such number of mea and 
officers, as the strength of the districts and the be- 
nefit of the service might require-^Order in Covnet/t 
a2d April, 1778.

Naturalization —The States have the right of Na- 
turalizing ForeignerSi after they have partaken of 
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Church gf Knglo-ad, who if preferred l» ^ay be|i«4ce» 
are not adrain^ible iuile9S naturalized in the Island. 
A Jersey woiDfin marrying a foreigpser losea hec 
dowr^, ^hen t|iAt foreigner buys prop^ty in the 
name of h|9 children, anq he oafipo^ buy any in bis 
own name. T^ere is no other niode to preveat such 
consequences but the naturalisation qf th9 nan.

^Vz<atK*^«— May be remedied by applying toa 
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Ceutenier, by whom a fine is imposed according to 
the nature of the nuisance. In the case, the King 
r Datot, the Court decided that the Chief of Police 
was not bound to remove or cause to be removed a 
nuisance from a Church -yard, as the Churchwardens 
alone were bound to keep that place from profana- 
tion. Encroachmenfs on the King's high road may 
be removed by the Court which annually holds 
views in 3 parishes, and is conducted by a sworn 
Jury. It can proceed summarily and punish by fine. 

Oaih t^ftke lAeui 'Governor — He swears to guard 
the royal rights, to assist and defend the jurisdic* 
tion, privileges, pre eminence and authority belong- 
ing to bis Majesty, and to support the justice of his 
Majesty so that it be revered and obeyed, and the 
sentences and ordinances thereof be duly executed. 

Oaths may be administered either by the Lieute- 
nant Governor, Bailiff or Jurats ; a charge of a shil- 
ling is sometimes made. 

Official Orders of iht Lieu i,- Governor --In cases 
of emergency where the lives and properties of the 
people are in danger, the official orders of the acting 
Governor, are absolute and above the Law, and re- 
quire implicit obedience from all authorities to 
whom they are addressed. On passing the Army 
estimates in the Commons, May 1833, Mr. Lamb 
Under Secretary of State in answer to a question 
from Mr. Hume, declared that the Lieutenant Go- 
vernor was amenable to the Privy Council alone for 
his acts, and not to a local assembly of any descrip- 
tion in Jersey. 

Orders in Council sent to the Crown Colonies, 
have the force of Law, but are sent to the other Co- 
lonies hlfving independent Legislatures only with a 
recommendation to adopt them, 

Oytters—Bj an Act of the States 1st Feb. 1880, 
and sanctioned by his Majesty in Council : — 

It is forbidden to introduce into this Island, to 
take or buy, any oysters from any port in France or 
from any subject of the King of France, on the pain 
of confiscation of the vessel ; a penalty of 1000 lirrea

^41. 13s. 4d. for every person or accomplice, or six 
months impTisonment from the date of the condem* 
nation in the public jail. 

II — The fishing season to commence the 1st of Oc- 
tobier and to finish 20th of May, after lybich any 
vessel fishing for or having oysters, the said .oysters 
shall be confiscated, and a penalty of 200 livres (£S 
6s. Sd,) levied on the vessel, and double that amount 
for the second offence. 

Ill — The fishermen shall be obliged to take the 
oysters from the beds, not to bring any for sale un- 
less 2 inches and a half diameter ; oysters that are 
not this size, shall be thrown into the sea« under a 
penalty of a sum not exceeding 100 livres. To carry 
the oysters where the Harbour Master of Mont-Or- 
gueil directs. 

IV — Those who act coutrary to the 3d article, and 
small oysters are found on the parks, after the dis- 
cbarge of the fishing boats, the merchants who oc- 
cupy those parks, will be obliged to lay them one 
side in a heap on each park in the first tide, under a 
penalty of 60 livres. The Harbour Master will re- 
move them at the public exp«nce. 

y — It is forbidden to throw stones on the park, or 
any thing that can injure the trade, under a penalty 
of 100 livres. 

VI^The Oyster Fishery is forbidden onthe new 
Banks, that have been formed by the Committee of 
the Harbours, &c. under a penalty of 200 livres or 
double penalty on a second offence ; the 8iates shall 
alter this edict when they consider it to the interest 
of the fishery. 

VII— It is forbidden to take away or remove any 
stones that form the parks established on the coast 
of this Island, or to remove the marks under the pe* 
nalty of 100 livres.

Paif/ytfrs— The States Feb. 5, 1884, passed the fol- 
lowing Act, ^'Whereas for a long time past, a great 
Bumber of persons have arrived in this Island, who 
a few days after their arrival become chargeable to 
the Island, and the country thereby incurs consider- 
able expenses ; and there being reason to believe, 
that unless a remedy is immediately applied thereto, 
more will continue daily to arrive, the States have 
passed the following Regulations,which are to have 
force of law, from and after the 10th instant. 

Art. I. — Every master of a vessel who shall bring 
to this Island one or more persons not being natives 
•of this country, and not being entitled to mainte- 
nance at the expence of the Island, shall be subject 
for the space of a year and one day, after the arrival 
of such persons, to take them back at his own ex- 
pence, and also to pay the costs of their maintenance 
in case they should become chargeable to the Island, 
such master having his remedy against the person 
or persons who may have indcfced such individuals 
to come to the Island. 

' II.— In case there should be contradiction be- 
tween -the master of the vessel and the person that 
shall have become chargeable, the Constable, or one 
of the Centeniers, of the parish in which' such per- 
son sojourns, is empowered to bring him before a 
Magistrate of the Royal Court,there to declare upon 
oath the name of the vessel which brought him to 
the Island, also the name of the master commanding 
£uch vessel, after which oath, the master described 
shall be chargeable with the costs of sending him 
iMBck. and of the maintenance of such person. 

HI.— Persons not being natives of this Island, 
«»ho may become chargeable after having sojourned 
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in this country b6fond a year and one day, shall be 
removed to their native country at the costs of the 
Islaadw 

Pawnbr^er^ are not tolerated* 

Pensioners coming to, or going from Che Island^ 
roost glye 80 days notice of their intention to their 
respective boards, of where they intend to dravr 
their next quarter's pay. Pensioners 6{ the Ltse« 
are paid in Jersey Currency. Ordnance Pensioners 
draw their own Bills, and receive the premium on. 
English money. By a late order from the Govern- 
ment, half- pay Officers must draw their Bills on. 
Stamps, according- to the md valorem scale as in 
England. 

Pilo<#— Are ticened by a Committee of the States 
for Harbours and Piers, hayiag previously passed 
a strict examination before persons appointed for 
that purpoacas to their qualifications which comprise 
1st. a knowledge of the situation of the rocks in. 
the neighbourhoed of the Island. 2Qd The course 
of the tidei and ctf rrents. 3rd The manner of work- 
ing ships and generally all that relates to the duties 
of Pilots. Their number is 12, whose duties are to > 
pilot ships and vessels coming into or sailing from 
the Harbours of St. Heller and St. Aubins. Persons 
acting as Pilots excepting in vessels of less than 40 
tons, belongio|^ to British subjects, and boats em- . 
ployed in the Fishery, and vessels in distress, are . 
liable to a penalty of two butfdred livres. They have 
two boats, one of which is obliged to be always out, 
for guiding vessels to the Island, and the other in 
the harbour to attend outward bound ships. They 
are under the superintendance of the Harbour Mas* 
ter. If a Pilot lies in the Harbour when be ought to 
be at bis station, he forfeits a penalty of one hun*> 
dred livres order money, and a like sumjf he exact, 
more than his pilotage dues. 

Pttadings-^i^o person can plead his own cause 
without permission of the Court, even though lie be« 
an Advocate, and a client having once selected his 
Advocate for a cause, by a rule of Court he caniioU 
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change bim. Advocates are allowed two epeeches on 
each side. 

PowerM of AUomey^For general parposes hare 
DO authority astil registered in the Court. Those 
for the sale ef Stock in England maet be executed 
before a Jarat, Notary Public, or Vice Consul ; the 
charge by a Jurat is la. and by Notary Public and 
Vice Consnl fifi. 

Pr,eroyaUve Wrilt^*'^ Aad though certain of f^e 
King's Writs or processea from the Courts of West- 
in&oster d» not usually ran into privileged places, 
yet it hath been solemnly adjuged ^Cro. Jac. 549, 8 
Roll. abr. 898. Stat. ii. Geo. I. c 4. 4 Burr. 831) that 
all Prerogative Writs may be issued to every do- 
minion of the Crown of England.—fi/adrs/ojte. 

PrtvotM — Are officers of the Court who deliver 
summonses in civil causes; their fee is sixpence. 

Prineipaux de la Paraitte are the principal gen- 
tlemen of the Parish, to whom appertain the assess- 
ment aad rectification of the rate. 

Pri$oner8 — Begulatioas for employing the Priaon- 
ers in Gaol .adopted at the Meeting of the States, Jan. 
5, 1834.— Art. 1. The Prison Committee shall caose 
to be erected, at the public expense, in the yard 
which separates the garden of the Hospital from the 
Gaol, cells in which the convicts shall be made to 
work, which cells shall be 8 feet high and feet 
wide, divided by a atoae wall eighteen inches thick, 
and secured on the side of the yard with iron rails 
H inch square ; the tops of the cells to be -covered 
with similar rails and slated over. 

2.— Every convict sentenced by the Court to hard 
labour, shall be compelled, during his detention, if 
his health permit, to break stones eaich day, accord- 
ing to his age and 8trength,in such qoantities and in 
anch a way as the Committee, or any member thereof 
appointed for the purpose, shall direct, Tezcept io 
cases provided for by the following article), on pain 
of being kept on bread and water, and in case of ob- 
stinate refusal to work and refractory conduct, to be 
placed in solitary coafinMsent, until he conform to 
the judgment of the Court, 
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d. — The Committee are authorised to employ the 
convicts about such other work as they may deem 
fit, suitable to the age, streDgth,and sex of the same. 

4. — The Committee are equally authorised to per- 
mit the accused and debtors to perform such work 
as they may deem usefal; the profits to be dirided 
io the undermentioned proportions. 

6 —From the Ist November to the 81st March in- 
clusive, the convicts shall work from 8 o*clock in the 
morning till 4 in the afternoon, an hour being allow- 
ed them for dinner ; and from the 1st April to the 
31st October inclusive, the convfcts shall work from 
six o'clock in the. morning till six in the evening; 
an hoar being allowed them at 8 o'clock for break- 
fast, and an hour at 1 o'clock for dinner. 

^.— The Comittee shall procure the stones neces- 
sary for keeping the convicts in work, and when bro- 
ken a* above stated, the Oorernor of the Gaol shall 
sell the stones at the price fixed by the Committee. 

T~The Governor of the Gaol shall keep day after 
day, an exact account of the stone broken, orof snch 
other work as shall be performed by each convict. ■ 

8. — The profit derived from the stones broken, or 
other work performed by each convict, shall be 
shared as follows : one third to the Governor ; one- 
pi xtb at the disposal of the Committee, to be ap- 
plied to the relief of the prisoners ; one quarter to 
the Governor of the Gaol ; and one quarter to the 
convict, when he leaves the Gaol, if the Committee 
think him entitled thereto from good conduct. 

9. — The accused and debtors shall be permitted 
to break stones, under the direction of the Com- 
mittee.

transactions. — There is another kind of Procurer 

appointed merely from yearto year* to manage any 

'iegal suits, in which the Party appointed may be 

' changed for another at his will. Their fee is usually

PftypotUimte U the Sialet mast, by an Order in 
Council, of 17T1, be submitted in writing, in the 
form they are intended to be passed 14 days before 
they ate debated, and passed.

Public Seat— is kept by the Railly who cannot jise 
it unless assisted by three Jurats. 

Purchase — All purchases and sales of lanci and 
houses are effected by quarters of rent ; a quarter 
means a quarter of wheat, regulated at a certain 
price, transferable like Bank Stock ; which may be 
bought or sold in the Island oit/y, and is registered 
in the public records, (see Rentt) Persons desirous 
of purchasing houses or lands, should be very, parti- 
cular in ascertaining that such property is free from 
incumbrance, and extremely cautious in the.chQicje 
of an Ajttorney of integrity and experience. The leis 
money they pay down, the better,until they are well 
satisfied that the title is unquestionable. The tenure 
of land purchased with cash only, cannot be consider- 
ed stable until the expiration of a year and a day, as 
in the intermediate time the nearest relations of the 
seller, or the lord of the. manor, are privileged by. the 
law Retraite or preemption, to take thje estate from 
the buyer on repaying him the purchase money : but 
the lapse of time above speciiSed, debars them frosi 
the right. Ifho«vever, the estate is bought with 
renlt^ the sale is not to be questioned, as the 
law then views it a< an exchange of real property, 
rather than a purchase.- 

Qualifications of ElectorM —Every on.e whose name 
is inscribed in the book of rates, who is not in ar- 
rears, and who is a chief of family has the right of 
voting. 

Rents are a mortgage on estates. They were for- 
merly either in corn or in money, varrying according: 
to the value of grain. But many dissensions having 
arisen from the nomination of the price to be paid l?if 
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thoBe who owed them. It was deflnitiTely fixed by 
an Order of CoiiocU tbatcora rents, with the except 
tion of those due to the King*s revenue, the Church, 
the Clergy, and Lords of Manors, shoald for the fu- 
tariB be discharged in money at the rate of two shiU 
lings and one penny per capital, a measure inferior 
in size to a Winchester bushel, or sixteen shillings 
and eight pence per quarter ; but in all deeds the 
term eorn rent is still retained. The origin of this 
species of corn rent was occasioned by the poverty 
of the people and the scarcity of money. Ue who 
was unabte to raise sufficient to pay the whole price 
of the land was permitted to leave a certain portion 
of the amount seeui'ed onit, for which -he paid inte- 
rest with its produce. The utility' of this law at 
length- ciCused its extension to eyery description of 
real property, such ae bouses, '&c. It is now rr- 
quired that only one quarter of the purchase money 
of an estate shall be paid down; the rest may remain 
in rents due upon it. 

Beni ought not to be paid in advance, for if the 
landlord should renounce, it would annul the lease, 
hj which the Tenant would be dispossessed- of the 
house and become a creditor to the estate for the 
money so paid. 

Bff rectory Patitnia in the Hospital are put into 
the black bole and kept on bread and water until 
they become obedient. 

ReffUtry OJfice—KW title deeds and mortgages are 
inserted in a register placed under the care of an of- 
ficer duly appointed : the neglect of this insertion 
invalidates the mortgage.. 

> Right bff PoMefsion— Forty years annual posses- 
sion confers an undefeasible title of an inheritance to 
all immobiiiary possessions. 

RemonMtranct may be entered by the inferior Court 
but is usually referred to the Full Court except when 
rejected, then there can be no act made and conse- 
quently no appeal granted. 

Renewal q/ i4ppea/<— Appeals to a Full Court 
must be renewed before the expiration of 6 months, 
or the judgment of the inferior Court stands. I

Shipping — No goods can be imported into or ex- 
ported from the United Kingdom to the Channel 
Islands, except in British ships ; and no ships are 
deemed British, ualeiss registered as such, and na- 
vigated by a master and crew wholly Britiih' sub- 
jects.

Supremacy of the Acts of ike Imperial Parlia- 
mm<.^It is declared by Stat 7 and 8, W.iii. c 22, 
that all laws, bye laws, usages, and customs, which 
shall be in practice in any of the possessions of the 
CroVfUf repugnant to any Law made, or to be made 
in England, relative to the said possession, shall be 
utterly void and of none effect The general ruii of 
Laws enacted by the superior state are supposed to 
be calculated for its' own internal Government, and 
do not extend to its distant dependant countries ; 
which bearing no part in the Legislature, are not 
therefore in its ordinary and daily contemplation. 
But, when the Sovereign Legislative power sees it 
necessary to extend its oare to any of its subordin- 
ate dominions, and tnetUUmii them expreeciy by 
name, or includes them under general words* there 
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can be no doubt but then they are bound by its 
Laws. When Parliament has specially legislated 
for a Colooy, upon any subject, though of au inters 
nal nature, the local assembly is barred from any 
legislative interference of a nngatory kind upon that 
subject, until such act has been repealed by Parlia-< 
ment itself. 

Surg€OHi 4*c. — Any person may praclice as Apo- 
thecary, Surgeon, oc Physician, by licence of the 
Court ; the regulations of the society of Apotheca* 
rles, Colleges.of Siirgeotas, and Physicians, ha? e no 
force here.

A will 
must be proved before the I>ean within SO days, or 
be subject to double fees, and must be proved with- 
in 40 days, or go l>efore the prerogative Court ofthe 
Archbishop of Canterbury. A will mast be attested 
by two witnesses and when administered to, regis- 
tered in the Ecclesiastical Court ; it must also have 
been made 40 days previous to the Testator's death, 
otherwise it is null and void. A legatee under a 
will does not forfeit her right to the legacy by mar- 
rying the witness to the will.
